Baker arrives 
in Peking 

PEKING, May 30 (AFP) — United States 
Senate Majority Leader Howard Baker 
arrived here Sunday on nine-day visit which 
is expected to be dominated by the Sino- 
American dispute over Nationalist China 
(Taiwan). 

Bakers visit follows statements made in 
Taiwan by another Republican Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. who said President Ronald 
Reagan "will never go back on his promises - ' 
to Taiwan”, the island ruled by the Kuomin- 
tang nationalist regime. Goldwater told a 
press conference that he was bringing a mes- 
sage from the U.S. president to nationalist 
Chinese President- Chiang Ching-kuo with- 
out however revealing, the content of the 
message. 

Communist China has strongly protested 
against continued American military aid to 
Taiwan, the island oyer which Peking claims 
sovereignty., 

A U.S. spokesman indicated that Baker 
was also bringing a “message” from Presi- 
dent Reagan to the Communist Chinese 
leaders. However, it was not a written mes- 
sage, nor was it addressed to any specific 
person, the spokesman said. He added that it 
would be communcated (e the Chinese leaders 
during the meetings with -Baker. 

The American Emhassy said Baker would 
meet China’s strongman. Communist Party 
Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping and Vice 
Premier Wan Li. 

China and the United States began uphill 
negoiialhms on Taiwan early this year. So far 
no details of the talks- have been available. 
However, according to unconfirmed reports, 
talks held by Vice President George Bush 
with Chinese. leaders here earlier this month 
gave the United States the opportunity to 
reassure China that AnwricanmiBrary aid to 
Taiwan would not continue indefinitely. 
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Mideast peace vital, 
Saud, Cheysson say 


RIYADH, May 30 (SPA) — Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud and French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson affirmed here 
Sunday that the talks held here were fruitful 
and constructive and proved French concern 
for the issues of peace, right and justice. 

At a joint press conference marking the 
end of the two-day visit of the French minis- 
ter, Prince Saud said the two sides had identi- 
cal views on the issues discussed. The French 
minister reaffirmed his government’s con- 
cern for the Middle East and the Palestinian 
people’s right to self-determination. 

“This is the fundamental point in the real- 
ization of peace in the region,” he said. 
Cheysson held talks with King Khaled, 
Crown Prince Fahd and Prince Sand. 

Cheysson said both Saudi Arabia and 
France stressed the need for peace and justice 
in the Middle East. He described his talks 
with Saudi officials as “positive and construc- 
tive”, and said his country and other states of 
the European Economic Community (EEC) 
were- interested in peace and justice in the 
area. He emphasized the necessity to grant 
the right of self-de termination to the peoples 
of the region, to find a formula through which 
they want to govern their country and to set- 
tle their disputes through discussion.' 

The French minister expressed regret over 
the continuance of the '. Iraq-Iran war and 
- reaffirmed his country's desire for the resto- 
ration of peace between the two countries 
-and the respect of the rights of others. He 
expressed’ his thanks to the Organization of 
. the Islamic Conference (OIC) for its efforts 
to bring this war to an end, and said France 
was ready to support any efforts to resolve 
this crisis. He added that this issue formed 
part of his discussions with Saudi officials. 

Cheysson said France does not recognize 
Israefs occupation of Arab territories and it 
has voted in favor of U.N. Security Council 
resolution -242 and still insists on its 
implementation. 

^ JDuringfijs- visit toTaif last September,. 
^President Francois Mitterrand had reiterated 
France’s position that all states in tbe region, 
inejuding the Palestinians, have the right to 
setf-detennination and to live in peace within 
their recognized borders. Cheysson said, and 
added that the president bad also emphasized 
fithe need for settling the problems through 
negotiation. He had declared that the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO) was the 
sole representative of the Palestinian people, 
and had rejected any change effected ex parte 
be force, Cheysson said. 

The French minister said there ought/to be 
no foreign intervention in the Middle East 
and the states of the region should settle their 
rifts by themselves:-. He added that Europe, 
and particularly Fiance, was ready to offer 
any initiative, if requested by the legitimate 
authorities of the regional states. 

Cheysson said his country has agreed to the 
resolution on increasing ,the number of U.N. 
peacekeeping personnel 'ip Lebanon, and a 
division of the French Ariny has been sent 
under U.N. orders and in response to the 
request of the states concerned. He added 
that the French premier's visit to Lebanon 
was to enlist French. government’s support 
for Lebanon.

U.K. takes 1,400 prisoners 

Argentina digs in for defense 


BUENOS AIRES, May 30 (AP) — 
Argentine forces prepared Sunday to defend 
the Falkland Islands' stronghold of Port Stan- 
ley. after apparently losing strategic Port 
Darwin and Goose Green in a 36-hour battle 
with British paratroops. 

Argentinp's joint chiefs of staff announced 
Sunday their forces bad counted a. total of 82 
dead, 106 wounded and 342 missing in fight- 
ing since April 2. when Argentine troops 
seized tbe British-administered Falklands 
and South Georgia Islands. 

The joint chiefs of staff announced late 
Saturday that radio contact had been lost 
with some SO0 troops defending Port Darwin 
and Goose Green against “2,000 
helicopter-borne enemy troops backed by 
anti-aircraft guns and field artillery.” 

Port Darwin and Goose Green, site of a 
landing strip, are located on a narrow Isthmus 
connecting the northern and southern halves 
of east Falkland Island. The area is some 80 
kilometers west of the island capital of Port 
Stanley and 32 kilometers south of Port San 
Carlos, where British marines and paratroops 
stormed ashore to establish a beachhead on 
May 21. 

In London, defense officials said Sunday 
some 600 British paratroopers captured 
Goose Green and Darwin on the Falklands 
on Friday, taking 1.400 Argentine prisoners 
for the loss of 12 British dead. 

Chief of Military Staff Col. Christopher 


Dunphy said the two Argentine commanders 
at Goose Green formally surrendered at the 
settlement’s airstrip at 10.50 a.ra. Saturday, 
following Friday’s fierce battle. 

“In my view, this is one of the most brilliant 
and courageous battalion actions which has 
been conducted since the end of World War 
n.” Dunphy told reporters Sunday. 

Earlier, .the Defense Ministiy had 
announced 12 British soldiers were killed and 
31 wounded as tbe 2nd battalion parachute 
regiment overran Argentine positions in a 
labour battle Friday. 

The dead included the battalion’s com- 
manding officer. Lt. Col. Herbert Jones. 42. 
killed leading an attack on an Argentine 
Machinegun Post. 

The Defense Ministry said there were 
some 120 Argentine casualties, but gave no 
indication of the number killed. 

Although the Argentine government made 
no official mention of a British Defense 
Ministry claim that both Darwin and Goose 
Green had been captured, the official news 
agency Telam conceded that British forces 
had seized “points near” both positions and 
said Argentine troops there were “practically 
out of ammunition.” 

The agency, citing military sources, said 
Argentine strategy was based on maintaining 
Port Stanley well* defended, because it was 
“the main objective" of the British forces. 


France urges new monetary order 


NEW YORK, May 30 (AFP) — President 
Francois Mitterrand of France Sunday prop- 
osed to Western countries the reconstruction 
of a stable international monetary system. 

In an interview taped Friday in Paris and 
broadcast Sunday by ABC television, the 
French president suggested that the Western 
nations could “set about building an interna- 
tional monetary system, as our predecessors 
did in 1 945 at Brerton Woods.” "There were 
as many differences among the countries then 
as today, if not more.” the president added.

Saddam warns of escalation 

Iraqi planes bomb 
Tabriz oil refinery 


PARIS. May 30 (Agencies) — Iraqi planes 
Sunday bombed the Iranian oil terminal of 
Kharg Island. 200 kms south of Abadan in 
the Gulf, and the oil refinery in Tabriz, north 
Iran, according to an Iraqi railirraiy spokes- 
man quoted by IN A news agency, monitored 
here. 

The bombings, which the spokesman 
claimed had caused “extensive damage” to 
the installations, came in reprisal to Iranian 
bombing raids earlier Sunday of Basra, in the 
Iraqi south, and Benjun. in the north Iraqi 
Kurdistan province, he said. 

The Iraqi agency noted that a communique 
issued by the Iraqi military command had 
warned Iran against bombing any Iraqi cities 
or installations. The communique was issued 
Friday after Iranian heavy artillery bom- 
barded Basra that day. It said the Iraqi milit- 
aiy would make a "forceful riposte in all parts 
of Iranian territory” should such bombard- 

Reagan will 
assure allies 
on Soviets 

■WASHINGTON, May 30 (Agencies) — 
President Reagan will strive during a nine- 
day tour of Western Europe beginning Wed- 
nesday to assure allies that his policies toward 
the Soviet Union are flexible as well as firm. 
U.S. officials say. 

“Europe was not prepared for this 
administration” when it took office 16 
months ago, one senior official told reporters 
at a briefing on the trip, which may be some- 
what overshadowed by the Falldands conflict 
between Britain and Argentina. The 
staunchly anti-Communist president, whose 
early strong rhetoric about the Soviet Union 
raised alarm in Europe, is now talking about 
trying to revive detente after proposing 
Strategic Arms Reduction Talks (START) 
with the Kremlin. 

Reagan’s first stop is Paris, where he will 
confer with President Francois Mitterrand 
before attending a seven-nation economic 
summit in Versailles. From France, he flies to 
Rome for meetings with the Po> and Italian 
leaders, then to London, to Bonn for a North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) sum- 
mit. and to West Berlin before returning to 
Washington June 11. 

Reagan, who was seen in his early months 
in office as taking a sabre-rattling approach 
to Moscow, said recently he is willing to meet 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev soon. 
While continuing to criticize the Kremlin for 
its involvement in Afghanistan and Poland 
and what he has called its expansionist 
policies worldwide, he has offered to open a 
dialogue in an effort to improve Soviet- 
American relations. 

Senior officials said there was also a need 
to repair damage done to relations with 
Western Europe under ( previous U.S. 
administrations and during what they called 
Reagan's “rocky First year” in office. 

Reagan’s virtually non-stop itinerary in 
Europe appears aimed at giving him the max- 
imum opportunity to affirm his interest in 
genuine detente and his wish to overcome 
problems in U.S. relations with the allies. In 
addition to attending the two summits, the 
president will meet the pope at the Vatican, 
go horse-riding with Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth, address the parliaments of Britain 
and West Germany, and visir the Berlin Wail. 

U.S. officials said the NATO summit, only 
the seventh since the North Atlantic Treaty 
was signed in 1 949. would concern itself with 
such issues as: 

— President Reagan's SI. 600 billion 
rearmament program, which the U.S. 
administration believes will persuade the

Iraqi News Agency 1NA monitored in 
Paris said Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
said Sunday Iraq will step up military opera- 
tions in its 20-month war with Iran following 
recent reversals for the Iraqi forces. 

Saddam said the "recent events” on the 
southern front of the lraqi-lrani3n conflict in 
Khuzestan call for "a high level of prepara- 
tion to fight the enemy and destroy its dreams 
and aggressive intentions." He said war pre- 
parations would be stepped up "not only in 
the southern from but all the other opera- 
tional sectors." 

The news agency said the president's 
statement followed five-day consultations 
with top military officials from the front. 
Meanwhile. INA reported that Iraq Sunday 
called on Arab states to break with Iran fol- 
lowing revelations that Israel is supplying 
militare equipment to the Iranians. Citing a 
Foreign Ministry statement. INA said Arab 
states must fully support Iraq in its war 
"against the evil of Ayatollah Khomeini- 
Zionist alliance." 

" Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sharon, who 
admitted to the arms sales, has given a sharp 
slap to the Syrian and Libyan authorities.” 
INA said. The statement said Libya and 
Syria, "aware of the bad intentions and sus- 
picious alliances of the Tehran regime, have 
persisted in supplying arms and funds so that 
this regime can stab the Iraqi people in the 
back.” 

The Iranian Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati said in Madrid Saturday Iraq will 
continue its war with Iraq until Baghdad pays 
an indemnity and Saddam Hussein appears 
before an international tribunal. Velayati, in 
Spain Saturday on his way to Cuba, told the 
independent Spanish daily El Pais that these 
were two of the three conditions set by Iran at 
the beginning of the war for ending the fight- 
ing. 

The third condition, withdrawal of Iraqi 
forces from Iranian territory, was being 
achieved through Iranian force of arras, he 
said. The war would continue until Iraq had 
paid war damages to Iran and Saddam 
appeared before an international tribunal to 
answer charges of aggression against the Ira- 
nian people, the foreign minister said. 

Asked whether Iran would pursue the war 
into Iraqi territory, he replied that Iraq was 
indiscriminately shelling innocent Iranians 
from across the border and that Iran reserved 
fhe right to silence the artillery in self- 
defense. 

Meanw hile. Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali and former 
Premier Mustafa Khalil said in Tel Aviv that 
their country had no intention of sending 
troops to help Iraq fight Iran. 

Israel plays down 
Iran arms issue 

TEL AVIV. May 30 (R) — Israel and the 
United States were still at odds Sunday over 
whether Washington had tried to stop Israeli 
arms sales to Iran. 

Apparently trying to calm the controversy, 
the Israeli cabinet put off discussion of the 
affair until Tuesday and a spokesman for 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin said the 
government did not want to make an issue of 
it. But the spokesman. Uri Porat. reiterated 
that Israel had briefed Washington on the 
sales, and he said the American reaction had 
been neither negative nor positive. 

The U.S. State Department has said it tried 
unsuccessfully to discourage Israel from pro- 
viding Iran with arms worth S27 million for 
its Gulf war against Iraq. Israeli Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon, who has been visiting 
the United States, provided the first official 
confirmation of the sales last w eek, breaking 
a long-standing Israeli silence.

RIYADH, May 30 — Prince Salman. 
Governor of Riyadh, inaugurated Sunday the 
Third Arab Ports Conference at the King 
Faisal Hall with a tribute to the maritime 
traditions and the present achievements in 
port development by Arab countries. The 
conference is attended by about 300 dele- 
gates from all over the world including offi- 
cial delegations from Algeria, Bahrain, draq 
Kuwait. Morocco. Tunisia, the UAE and 
Yemen Arab Republic. 

Chairman of the conference. Dr. Fayez 
Badr. president of the Saudi Ports Authority, 
in his keynote address compared the spec- 
tacular progress of Arab ports and shipping 
industry "to the achievement attained bet- 
ween man's launching of the first satellite and 
the setting of his feet upon the face of the 
moon." He said this has been achieved with 
the aid of modem technology and technolog- 
ists. "But now," he added, "we must return to 
the concept of ‘self-help 1 . We must not look 
for ever to Europe and North America.” 
Addressing the Arab delegates, he said: 
"We have an inseparable interrelationship m 
our religion, politics, culture, environment, 
energy strategies and regional ambitions. It is 
vital that we accept and accommodate the 
realities of the inter-dependent world in 
which we live and turn them to our advantage 
through dedicated cooperation and coordina- 
tion... If we look at specific issues, there are 
many areas in which integrated development, 
through cooperation and coordination, are 

Finance and National Economy Minis- 
ter Sheikh Muhammad Aba AI-Khail, 
who attended the opening session of the 
Third Arab Ports Conference, stressed 
that the method of management in a port 
is “a vital factor" for implementing 
development programs. 

He commended the progress achieved 
by Arab ports. However, he told SPA that 
efficiency is the major factor for increas- 
ing capacity and preserving the safety of 
goods in exchange. The minister also high- 
lighted the need to develop ports through 
deployment of modem equipment and 
services. 

The conference will not be held on a 
general discussion basis, rather as lectures

possible.” He set the tone for the conference 
with his wide-ranging address which covered 
most of the problems of port and shipping 
industry in general and that of Arab industry 
in particular. Calling for uniform, coherent, 
comprehensive and easy-to-understand ships 
appointment systems, he said now one has to 
go through pages of different rules and regu- 
lations for each country to discover what 
exactly needs to be done to ensure the deliv- 
ery of goods awaited by the customer; unlike 
in air travel where the same procedures are 
' \ 
delivered by specialists which are then dis- 
cussed by participants. Aba Al-Khail said. 

The efforts exerted by the Saudi Ports 
Authority solved all problems experiences 
by the country's ports, he said. This had a 
positive impact on the availability of 
commodities and keeping their prices 
down: thus reducing inflation, the finance 
minister said. 

In a similar statement, Tunisian Trans- 
port and communications Minister Sadek 
Ben Jomma expressed admiration for the 
rote played by the Kingdom in aQ spheres, 
including maritime transport. He said be is 
confident the conference will be success- 
ful. 
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followed everywhere. 

The current trend favors computer aided 
systems in both handling operations and con- 
tainer yard control which provides more 
room for development, he said. "We must 
look for fully automated container terminals 
to cope with increasing throughput and small 
tabor resources.” 

Stressing the importance of manpower 
training, he said Saudi Arabia insists that 
training of national personnel plays an impor- 
tant part in the activities of any contracting or 
consulting companies and in selecting com- 
panies. Saudi Arabia looks for those who are 
willing to "work themselves out of a job" by 
training the nationals. 

He felt there is enormous scope for the 
interchange of information, methods and 
experience between Arab ports. "A program 
of exchange visits related to training between 
ports can only be of the greatest mutual 
benefit to us alL” he added. 

The advantages of shared experience is 
amply illustrated in Arab shipping, he said 
giving the example of the United Arab Ship- 
ping Company. He said joint ventures with 
Western shipowners provide an ideal method 
of transferring shipping technology to 
developing nations, while at the same time 
preserving, and possibly improving profits. 

Badr called for a regional Arab organiza- 
tion to combat sea fraud or piracy which, he 
said, has spread widely during the past few 
years. The regional organization can cooper- 
ate with various international bodies con- 
cerned to combat this destructive phenome- 
non. he said. 

Dealing with the dangerous universal 
phenomena in maritime transport. Badr 
mentioned criminal negligence in marine 
safety measures. He attributed this to "appli- 
cation of a group of laws which resemble a 
spider’s net and only trap the poor and the 
weak.” 

He called for combatting the "cancerous 
development” of groups flying flags of coun- 
tries they don't belong to and the irrespons- 
ible administration of flags of convenience. 
Badr asserted that this phenomenon unjustly 
threatens the national fleets of developing 
countries, restricting their development and 
forcing them into bankruptcy. 

Speaking on the development of integrated 
transport system. Dr. Ibrahim Makki. direc- 
tor genera l of Ku wait ports public authority, 
advocated the creation of "mother ports" in 
Gulf area along with a feeder system operat- 
ing a regular, coastal service between the 


mother ports and other ports to reduce ships’ 
port time and the number of port calls for 
ships coming to the Gulf. 

Dr. Abdul Aziz AI-Turki. managing direc- 
tor of National Shipping Company, said the 
development of national fleet is not solely for 
the purpose of transporting a significant por- 
tion of trade, but for the diversification of the 
economy, transfer of skill and technology to 
reduce dependence on foreign expertise. 
They also provide reliable shipping services 
with stable and economical freight rates 
reducing over dependence on foreign inter- 
ests in the vital area of transportation for 
strategic control on logistics. National ship- 
ping fleets represent a second line of defense 
to safeguard a country’s territorial integrity. 

Four other papers read at the conference in 
the first session are: Administration of Gulf 
ports by Abdul Aziz Al-Fayez of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council; Potential of railways, a 
case study of Riyadh inland terminal by 
Muhammad A. Bubshait of the Kingdom's 
Government Railroad Organization; Con- 
tainer Handling, a case study of Mina Sul- 
man. Bahrain, by Eid Abdullah Yusuf, direc- 
tor of Bahraini ports and the role of Mina 
Zayed in sea transport services by Sager Bin 
Seif Al-Meheirbi. undersecretary of seaport 
authority at Mina Zayed. Abu Dhabi.

DAMMAM. (SPA) — The Eastern Pro- 
vince's malaria station has launched a cam- 
paign to wipe out the disease in all cities, 
towns and villages of the region.

— U.S. hopes that West European allies 
will be able to improve the efficiency of their 
forces committed to NATO. The officials 
said however they did not expect U.S. pres- 
sure for higher defense spending by the allies, 
nor did they think the removal of British 
forces from the NATO area to the South 
Atlantic would be a major issue. 

— Current Soviet-American negotiations 
on removing intermediate-range ballistic 
missiles from Europe and the START talks 
proposed by Reagan as well as prospects for 
detente and NATO policy if Soviet actions 
around the world arc not constrained. The 
officials said they expected a solid NATO 
endorsement of U.S. plans to go ahead with 
the deployment of medium-range weapons in 
Europe unless the Soviet Union agrees to 
dismantle all similar weapons aimed at West- 
ern Europe. 

— U.S. pressure on Western Europe to 
limit trade credits to the Soviet Union. 
Reagan has said these credits help the Soviet 
economy and permit the Kremlin to divert 
resources to its military machine. Officials 
said a dark shadow at the NATO summit as 


well as at the Versailles meeting will be the 
serious economic difficulties with which most 
of the Western countries are grappling. 

With Europe blaming many problems on 
high U.S. interest rates, there is a real possi- 
bility that a "blame thy neighbor" attitude 
will rapidly become a "beggar thy neighbor" 
policy, leading to rampant protectionism, 
they said. 

The economic summit will discuss reces- 
sion. heavy unemployment in the seven coun- 
tries represented at Versailles, trade prob- 
lems and U.S. interest rates. Officials said the 
stan of an economic recovery in the United 
States was imminent and this would have a 
beneficial effect on the economies of other 
countries. 

In the meantime. The New York Times 
reported that Reagan will unveil a privately- 
funded U.S. program to teach “what democ- 
racy is all about." when he addresses the Brit- 
ish parliament June 8. The newspaper said 
donations from the private sector would be 
given to political parties, unions and news- 
papers in developing countries. “ It will not be 
so much a funding of democratic movements 
as ... going in and teaching what democracy is 
all about." The Times quoted Michael Steed, 
a member of the fund's organizing commit- 
tee. as saying.

ISLAMABAD. May 30 (Agencies) — The 
Islamic Unity of Mujahedeen (fighters) 
Alliance, a combination of seven Pakistan- 
based groups, claimed Saturday that the 
rebels had killed over 1,000 troops, shot 
down 20 aircraft and grounded 1 3 helicopters 
in the past two weeks in Afghanistan. 

Israeli movement 
calls for sanity 

TEL AVIV. May 30 (AFP) — Several 
hundred persons from the Israeli '‘Peace 
Now" Movement denounced government 
policy in the occupied territories Saturday 
from some 250 points across the country, 
where they collected signatures endorsing 
their stand. 

In pamphlets, the organization called on 
Israelis to “shed passivity" and put an end to 
“seizures of land, the establishment of set- 
tlements ... (and) acts of violence that deepen 
hatred between Israelis and Palestinians and 
put off chances for peace." 

“Peace Now" claimed that “several 
thousands" of people had given their signa- 
tures. There was only one incident when 12 
young Israelis attacked one of the organiza- 
tion's makeshift stands, shredding the pamp- 
hlets and bannners bearing slogans they 
deemed offensive. 


The defense committee chairman of the 
alliance. Burhanuddin Rabbani. said the 
rebels in the Panshir Valley, some 65 kms 
north-east of Kabul, faced a combined force 
of 40.000 men. including 12.000 Soviet 
troops. No independent sources could con- 
firm the rebel claims but Western diplomats 
in Kabul have reported heavy troop move- 
ments in the area recently. Afghan govern- 
ment forces have attempted several times in 
the past to gain control of the Panshir Valley 
which Western military experts regard as the 
best organized rebel base in Afghanistan. 

Rebels in the area wear military-style 
uniforms and have a better command struc- 
ture than other resistance groups. Professor 
Rabbani was quoted as saying that Soviet and 
Afghan forces had indiscriminately bom- 
barded the Shutal area of the valley, destroy- 
ing about 300 houses and killing 300 
civilians. He said he had not received full 
reports of rebel casualties. 

Heavy fighting was continuing in the valley 
and rebel reinforcements had arrived from 
the provinces of Bamian. Kabul. Kapisa. 
Baghlan and other areas, he said. 

The valley is more than 1 00 kms long and 
inhabited by an estimated 90.000 persons. 
Thousands of Soviet and Afghan soldiers at 
the bottom of the valley were attempting to 
advance, the rebels leader said, under the 
protection of commandos deposited on the 
crests by helicopter. 


YAOUNDE. Cameroon. May 30 (AFP) 
— Advance parties of Chad’s rebel Armed 
Forces of the North (FAN) are now in a 
position to enter the capital at any moment, 
according to informed sources here. 

This assessment came after the rebel 
announcement Friday that the town of-Mas- 
sakory. 150 kms north of N’djamena. had 
joined the FAN. led by former Defense 
Minister Hisscne Habre. 

Faced with this situation. President 
Goukouni Oueddei has recalled govern- 
ment troops based at Ati . in eastern Chad, 
to help strengthen the capitaf s defenses, 
the sources said. Defenses have already 
been deployed around the presidency and 
N’djamena's main nerve centers. 

They may also be deployed around the 
capital, principally to the north and a little 

outside the hamlet of Massaguet. 80 kms 
from N'djamena. At the moment, there 
would appear to be nothing to prevent the 
FAN'S .advancing on the capital. 

Sources here confirmed that the people 
of Massakory joined the FAN a few days 
ago without a fight, after the town of Mous- 
souro. some 300 kms from N'djamena. also 
went over to Habre' s ranks. 

The sources here were unable to confirm 
the fall of the town of Mao. north of Lake 
Chad. But unlike Massakory and Mous- 
souro. this town is not seen as being on the 
country’s main north-south axis between 


N'djamena and Faya Largeau. the main 
northern town, and is considered to have a 
lesser strategic importance. 

For its part, the Nigerian contingent of 
the Organization of African Unity (OAU) 
force in Chad has never attempted to pre- 
vent FAN forces from entering or occupy- 
ing a town. Several different sources in 
Yaounde on the contrary said the 
peacekeeping force deliberately stood 
aside, thus facilitating contacts between 
local people and Habre’s fighters. 

It would seem, given these conditions, 
that the arrival of the FAN in N’djamena or 
its outskirts is only a question of weeks, if 
not days. Habre has partisans inside the 
capital estimated at between 10.000 and 
15.000 who could soon provide him with, 
considerable support. 

At the same time, in the view of many 
observers, the FAN leader would not be 
expected to take any direct action against 
N’djamena before June 10. This is the date 
by which the OAU has asked President 
Goukouni to reach a decision on the resolu- 
tions of an earlier OAU meeting on Chad, 
in Nairobi in Februaiy. 

This called for a ceasefire between forces 
backing the Goukouni government and 
those of Hissene Habre. talks on national 
reconciliation, drafting of a constitution and 
presidential and legislative elections. At the 
time. Goukouni described the recommen- 
dations as “null and void." But his room for 


maneuver seems to be veiy much reduced, 
and would appear to leave two choices: 

— He could, contractual! expectations, 
conform with the OAU caD and undertake 
to negotiate with Habre, 

— Of he could refuse, ra wtrich case the 
peacekeeping forces which have been in 
Chad for the Iasi six-months would leave on.

President Goukouni at the same time 
risks finding himself isolated within the pre- 
sent Chadian leadership, several of whose 
members favor negotiations with Habre.

or resign. 

In any case, observers believe, it is the 
leader of the FAN who, with a string of 
military successes behind him. appears to be 
the key man on the political front. 

Meanwhfle. a special envoy of Goukouni.

Tindemans hints at new Europe M.E. plan 


BEIRUT. May 30 ( AP) — French Educa- 
tion Minister Alain Savary arrived in Beirut 
Saturday, the second high-ranking official to 
visit Lebanon since the French embassy was 
bombed last week. 

The education minister was met Sunday 
with a group of French teachers stationed in 
the war-tom country. His trip was at the 
behest of French Premier Pierre Mauroy who 
paid a short visit to the Lebanese capital last 
Wednesday. 

The visit followed the bombing of France’s 


embassy in Beirut last Monday when a 
booby-trapped car exploded, killing 14 per- 
sons. The diplomatic campaign was seen as an 
affirmation by the French government that it 
would maintain a presence in Lebanon 
despite acts of terror aimed at French targets. 

Meanwhile, the 643-man contingent of 
French soldiers deployed in South Lebanon 
as part of the United Nations peacekeeping 
force. The battalion arrived in Lebanon Fri- 
day and set up headquarters in the south 
Lebanese village of Bourj Oalliwiyah. 


Spain, Morocco ponder fishing pact 


CASABLANCA. May 30 (R) — Jose Luis 
Alvarez. Spanish minister of agriculture, 
fisheries and food, arrived in Rabat Saturday 
for a three-day official visit and began talks 
with Moroccan officials on a new fishing 
agreement. 

A bilateral fishing accord which expired 
nearly two years ago has been extended on a 
temporary basis several times because of fail- 
ure to agree on a new accord in a series of 
negotiations in Madrid and Rabat since 1 9S0. 


After talks earlier this year, it was decided to 
prolong the accord again until the end of this 
year. 

Alvarez said on arrival Saturday that he 
hoped a general agreement would be pre- 
pared during his visit. Spanish sources said a 
new accord would cover various aspects of 
commercial and economic cooperation 
besides Spanish fishing rights in Moroccan 
coastal waters which have long been tradi- 
tional Spanish fishing grounds. 


TEL AVIV. May 30 (Agencies) -- Belgian 
Foreign Minister Leo Tindemans, who chairs 
the European Council of Ministers, said Sun- 
day Europe may issue a new Mideast policy 
declaration after his fact-finding trips to 
Israel and the Arab states. 

Tindemans told reporters that any new 
statement would supercede the 1980 Venice 
Declaration calling for Israeli withdrawal 
from all occupied territory under European 
guarantees and for the association of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization in peace 
talks. 

Tindemans said after meeting President 
Yitzhak Navon that following his report to 
the European Council later thisyear“there is 
a possibility that Europe will make the state- 
ment. T m not quite sure about it. I have to 
submit my report and then we will see what 
the result will be". 

Several European countries have expre- 
ssed reservations about the Venice docu- 
ment, but Tindemans said it still stood on the 
record as the most recent European policy 
statement on the Mideast. 

Israel has been trying to persuade Europe 
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not to formulate its own policy, but to urge 
the Arabs to support the U.S. -sponsored 
Camp David accords that were the basis of 
the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty. 

On Saturday, Israeli Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir told Tindemans, that he hopes 
Europe realizes the Middle East alone must 
solve its problems. 

Shamir greeted Tindemans at the airport at 
the start of the Belgian's three-day official 
visit to Israel. “ We are very happy to have 
this dose and friendly dialogue with Europe. 
We also hope this dialogue reflects European 
understanding of the fact that a solution to 
our problems cannot be made abroad, but 
only by those directly involved," Shamir said. 

A Belgian Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said in Brussels earlier Saturday that Tinde- 
mans would meet Palestinian mayors in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank during his stay. 
Israeli Foreign Ministry officials said they did 
not know yet which mayors TindemaDS 
would see, but that Israel had agreed to the 
meetings. Since Belgium took over as EEC 
council president, Tindemans has visited 
Saudi Arabia. Kuwait and Egypt as part of 


the community's two-year-old search for a 
role in achieving a Middle East peace settle- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, Laboi Party opposition leader 
Shimon Peres returned to Israel following 
two meetings in France with French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand, who last March 
became the first European head of state to 
visit Israel. Peres said on Israel television that 
Mitterrand told him the continuing friend- 
ship between France an Israel was “discon- 
nected from and uninfluenced by" French 
ties with the Arab world.

Klibi confident

ADDIS ABABA. May 30 (R) — Arab 
League Secretary- General Chadli Klibi said 
after talks Sunday with Organization of Afri- 
can Unity (OAU) leaders that he was confi- 
dent other African countries would not fol- 
low Zaire in restoring ties with Israel. 

Klibi. who left later for Tunis, told repor- 
ters after meeting OAU Secrerary-Gcncral 
Edem Kodjo that Zaire's decision was a 
grave violation of the principles of Afro- 
Arab solidarity. His visit here, which fol- 
lowed similar talks bn Zaire's move with 
Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi in 
Nairobi, was ignored by the Ethiopian gov- 
ernment as the Arab League had been sup- 
porting the freedom movement of ihe Erit- 
reans. 

Zaire's decision to resume diplomatic ties 
with Israel, breaking a boycott imposed by 
most African states after the 1973 Middle 
East war, has prompted Saudi Arabia. 
Kuwait, Bahrain and the United Arab Emi- 
rates to break off relations with Kinshasa. 
Arab League &?urccs said the League's Assis- 
tant Secretary-General Adnan Omaran 
would visit Zambia and Tanzania this week to 
meet leaders there.

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GCCS CRUCIAL MEETING 

: The foreign ministers of the Gulf Cooperation Coun- 
cil meeting in Riyadh now are expected to spell out 
clearly and forcefully their position regarding the Gulf 
war. After all. they are smack in the middle of the most 
serious conflict in the region in contemporary history. 

Iran has turned the tide against Iraq and is making 
threatening noises to cross the border to overthrow the 
regime of President Saddam Hussein. Its government as 
well as Ayatollah Khomeini have issued unveiled warn- 
ings to the other Arab states of the Gulf — the GCC 
members — to stop their assistance to Iraq and “behave 
themselves’* the way Tehran wants them to do. 

No self-respecting state, let alone a group of six. will 
accept such humiliation without a fight especially at a 
time of rapidly growing Iranian arrogance generated by 
battlefield results. 

! It may be premature to predict the outcome of the 
meeting w hich is being held after extensive private con- 
tacts to agree in advance on the salient features of the 
communique. But the indications are that the GCC 
ministers, representing their heads of state, will clarify 
their position with regard to the war and toward Iran. 

There are already signs that they may intensify their 
peace-making efforts to bring about a mutually accept- 
able settlement although this may be the most difficult 
jjart of the exercise in \ iew of Iran's stringent conditions 
before any meaningful talks can be started. One of these

In more than one sense this is a crisis meeting of the 
GCC as the region finds itself in the throes of a large- 
scale war involving the two largest states.

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Nuclear freeze proposals must be ‘fair and negotiable’

WASHINGTON — 
I believe the United States must devise a freeze 
position that is fair and negotiable, that would end 
the accumulation of more nuclear arms and that 
would be verifiable. To this the U.S. must add the 
specific means to achieve arms reductions. 

■ I believe it is essential, too, to have proposals that 
are clear and relatively simple. We need proposals 
that will not get us "hopelessly bogged down in 
arcane details, proposals that are negotiable, can be 
presented to and understood by citizens in this 
country and elsewhere, and that are fair. 

The U.S. must also address the key issue of how 
to provide — as it pursues the essential goal of 
reducing nuclear weapons stockpiles — for the 
maintenance of stability and deterrence. For the 
hope of deep cuts to be realized. America must spell 
out how it would dispose of nuclear warheads and 
how it would maintain a stable deteerent in the 
process. 


J have sought to bridge the gap between those 
who would freeze now and achieve reductions later, 
and those who would build and modernize now and 
freeze later. I believe this proposal offers a reason- 
ably simple and direct way of freezing nuclear arms 
production by cutting off its source. 

This proposal is for Congress to recommend that 
the president realize the express goal of achieving a 
nuclear freeze by updating proposals first advanced 
in separate speeches at the United Nations by Pres- 
idents Eisenhower and Kennedy and never since 
withdrawn. President Kennedy proposed on Sept 
25. 1961, stopping the production of fissionable 
material for use in weapons by the United States 
and the Soviet Union; the proposed ban was to be 
verified by the International Atomic- Energy 
Agency (IAEA). 

My proposed ban would immediately freeze the 
growth of nuclear weapons stockpiles in a verifiable 
manner, while permitting the United States and the 
Soviet Union freedom to undertake such selective 
modernization as is essential for the maintenance of 
stability and deterrence, as well as the safety of the 
weapons involved. Any new nuclear weapon that 
would need to be deployed would be able to get its 
warhead from a dismantled system. 


President Kennedy also proposed at the Unite d 
Nations a comprehensive nuclear test ban (CTB), 
“a treaty assuring the end of nudear tests of all 
kinds in every environment under workable con- 
trols" — a vital step for slowing the nuclear arms 
race that was nearly realized in the latter half of the 
1970s. This would curb modernization efforts by 
reducing confidence in any new weapons systems. 

Together with a CTB and the ban on production 
of nuclear material, my resolution would have Con- 
gress recommend that the president further prop- 
ose to the Soviet Union an agreement on phased 
reductions in stockpiles of highly enriched uranium 
and plutonium from nuclear warheads along the 
lines of President Eisenhower’s Dec. 8. 1 953, prop- 
osal to the United Nations: “To begin now and 
continue to make joint contributions of their stock- 
piles of normal uranium and fissionable materials” 
to the IAEA and to “begin to diminish the potential 
destructive power of the world* s atomic stockpiles.” 

The details of my proposal were first suggested to 
me by A dm. Noel Gayler, former commander of 
U.S. Forces in the Pacific. It would provide for 
retirement of nuclear warheads according to an 
agreed quota system and for the denaturing of this 
weapons-usable material subject to existing IAEA 


Falklands hitting hard at Argentine economy

BUENOS AIRES — 

“We are not bankrupt, sir. It’s just that that we 
are not giving depositors back their money for the 
moment.” The good looking girl behind the desk at 
Corfar in Calle San Martin, the venerable heart of 
Argentina's financial center, gave a charmingly 
simple explanation for the hundreds of people mil- 
ling about on her new carpet. 

The small savers who had trusted their money to 
Corfar in exchange for an interest rate of precisely 
202.82 percent a year ago were not, however, to be 
so easily convinced. They knew, and Argentines as 
a whole are starting to realize, that the economy is 
beginning to crumble under the hammer blows it is 
suffering because of the Falklands crisis. 

In the undeclared war between Gen. Gal fieri and 
Margaret Thatcher, the Foreign and Common- 
wealth Office and the City of London have scored 
more hits so far than the Royal Navy. The Argen- 
tine economy, which was anyway looking decidedly 
pallid before the April 2 invasion, is now in a state 
of shock verging on a coma. 

Corfar was the sixth finance house to go to the 
wall in six weeks as the government wrestled with a 
serious run on the banks. Argentines, who have a 
nose for financial crises sharpened by decades of 
galloping inflation, know when it is time to put 
money into banks and when it is time to take it out 
and put it under the mattress. April and May have 
been two of those months when the average small 
saver has opted for the mattress. 

Some Argentines have thin wallets these days 
and little to put away. This year the average Argen- 


tine has only S88 to spend for every hundred he had 
last year. The motor factories are shutting their 
doors and the smart boutiques of Calle Florida are 
having attractive autumn sales in the hope of tempt- 
ing reluctant buyers to part with their money. 

But while the shop assistants survey their empty 
counters and bulging shelves they are forced to 
mark up their prices inexorably. One of the bewil- 
dering indices of the cost of living already shows 
inflation is roaring away at close to 200 percent and 
no one is kidding himself that the rate of inflation is 
going to fall. 

Some Argentines remember with a shudder that 
time in early 1976 when the cost of living shot up 
nearly 60 percent in one month. While the house- 
wife is running out of money, so is the government 
Britain’s financial blockade of Argentina has made 
certain that the Gal fieri junta has not enough dol- 
lars in its central bank to pay foreign debts. 

The money-changing shops, a delicate tempera- 
ture gauge of the financial health of Argentina, 
display large notices saying. “We buy foreign cur- 
rency. but we don’t sell it” 

Argentina and its foreign creditors are engaged in 
a gigantic game of poker in which the international 
bankers are refusing Argentina new loans and the 
Argentines are threatening that if they don’t get 
their money they will do their best to bringdown the 
world’s financial system by refusing to pay at all. 

Rumors are circulating (though they have been 
denied here) that Argentina, which owes the world 
$32 billion, and Brazil, which owes $65 billion, 
have made a pact under which, if things get rougher, 
neither country will pay its debts, if this were ever 
done, the effect on the world's economy would be 


catastrophic. — 

Two weeks ago Lloyd’s of London delivered a 
blow which pat Argentina on the ropes. The center 
of the world* s insurance industry refused to cover 
any more ships in Argentine water in the light of the 
British decision to declare a blockade 12 miles off 
Argentina’s coast. Without ships there can be no 
Argentine exports worth very much and without 
exports Argentina can’t earn anything. 

The Soviet government, which has been Argen- 
tina’ s biggest customer and which depends upon 
food imports from Argentina to keep the queues 
short in the Soviet Union, appears to have given up 
hope of getting the supplies it wants from here and 
is quietly scouring the world for alternative sources. 
This is begimiing to add to the bitterness against 
Moscow which first arose when the Soviets caught 
the junta off balance byrefusing to veto Resolution ' 
502 in the United Nations, as the junta has been led 
to believe it would. 

The economic situation here then is desperate, 
but that will not necessarily make a rapid end to the - 
Falklands crisis any easier. Having lived through 
two periods of Peronlst government and numerous 
incompetent ones, the average Argentine is used to 
riding on an economic switcbback. This is one of the 
down gradients but he trusts that his country, the 
size of Western Europe and with immense agricul- 
tural resources, will recover some day soon.

It is one proposition for the IAEA to employ 
current inspection and accounting procedures to 
guarantee with 100 percent certainty that a nation 
that has no declared nuclear weapons hasn't 
diverted one or two weapons-worth of highly 
enriched uranium or plutonium. In volatile regions 
like the Middle East. South Asia or Latin America, 
a monitoring error of greater than 1 0 kgs of bomb- 
grade material could provide a critical shift in the 
regional balance of power.But when the United 
States and the Soviet Union have nearly 50,000 
nudear warheads between them, a worst-case 
inspection and accounting error of one or two war- 
heads by the IAEA would have no strategic signifi- 
cance. Therefore, we must look to strengthening 
the IAEA for such a superpower monitoring task, 
aware that its shortcomings in dealing with states 
that do not yet possess nuclear weapons are more 
important than its clear capabilities to monitor 
superpower arms reductions. 

I do not discount the difficulty of gaining Soviet 
agreement to IAEA inspection. But I believe that 
Soviet flexibility for one-site monitoring of a com- 
prehensive test ban and their eagerness for progress 
on arms control are causes for some optimism. 

Under my proposal, the Soviets would have to 
dose their facilities producing material for nuclear 
warheads, as would Americans. As for facilities 
producing or using weapons-usable. highly 
enriched uranium or plutonium for energy genera- 
tion, the Soviets have only a limited number of 
them. They would have, the choice of closing these 
facilities or of submitting them to periodic IAEA 
inspections. Such inspections would be an essential 
step for verifying any ban on warhead production.

Dutch political crisis laid to economic woes

AMSTERDAM — 

Holland, one of Western Europe's foremost lib- 
eral democracies, is in the throes of yet another 
political crisis. 

Two weeks ago the three-party, center-left coali- 
tion of Audries van Agt feU apart when the large 
Labor Party contingent refused to endorse a tough 
policy of economic restraint. Since then there has 
been no clear directions from the top. Even if a new 
government is formed there seem certain to be fresh 
elections in the autumn. 

Dutch governments are notoriously difficult to 
form anyway. The outgoing cabinet, comprising 
Christian Democrats. Labor and the smaller 
Democrats ‘66, took two months to put together 
after the general election last May. 

It fell apart and was reconstructed only after a 
further three-and-a-half months’ of hard work, 
involving Oueen Beatrix and her appointed Council 
of State. Last October it wobbled again as the 
economic recession grew in intensity. Now it is in 
pieces, probably for good. 


This time the queen has appointed a former 
chairman of the Christian Democrats, Piet Steenk- 
amp. as mediator and he is seeking to assemble a 
new coalition. It is possible that the Christian 
Democrats and D-66 win try to go it alone for a 
while — almost certainly with the tacit support of the 
opposition Liberals — but an autumn election is 
considered inevitable, bringing in its wake a whole 
new round of inter-party bargaining. 

The cause of all this instability is the economy, 
which after the heady days of the 1960s and early 
1970s now seems vulnerable to every disease going. 
Unemployment is over half a million, with 10 per- 
cent of the labor force out of work. Ihflation, 
though still under 7 percent, is higher than last year. 
Dock workers at Rotterdam are striking for higher 
pay. shorter hours and longer holidays. The steel 
sector is in deep trouble and contracting fast. 

Van Agt believes that spending has to be cut 
hard. He would like to reduce the level of sickness 
benefits and government backing for the national 
minimum wage. He also wants to raise taxes further 
■ — Holland is already the highest-taxed nation in 


the world — and to use part of the increased 
revenue to help industry. 

Labor, under the truculent Joop den Uyt a 
former premier, wants to keep cuts to a minimum, 
and is anxious to reduce unemployment by setting 
up a costly job-creation scheme. The two positions 
are irreconcilable. 

At the same time, the giant Dutch multinationals 
— Shell. Unilever,. Akzo, Philips and Estel — -are 
going through a period of restructuring and 
retrenchment. Each has different problems, but 
they share job-shedding as one solution. 

There are other problems, too. The U.S. wants to 
deploy Cruise missiles in the Netherlands, but every 
party is split on the issue and many thousands of 
demonstrators are ready to take to the streets the 
moment a decision is taken. An acute housing shor- 
tage has made squatting an increasingly common 
way of life among the young and the unemployed. 

Holland is far from collapse, but the bubble of 
prosperity bas burst. The country is in many ways a 
vast social experiment Now, under stress, it must 
prove how successful the experiment has been.

Japanese finding choice difficult

TOKYO. (AJP) — For all of Japan’s vau- 
nted economic success and a per capita 
income rivaling that of the United States, the 
quality of life for the average citizens lags far 
behind that of people in many Western coun- 
tries in one sector — bousing. 

The young Japanese whose job is in the city 
must commit himself to a life time of mortag- 
age payments to obtain a very modest private 
home with an axms-Iength of lawn and up to 
two hours of travel each way. 

For this he will have to pay at least 20 
million yen ($92,000). A tiny new four-room 
house or apartment in Tokyo, often without 
central heating or running hot water, runs 
anywhere from 30 million to 70 million yen 
($130,000 to $304:000). 

Those unable to pay such costs are pressed 
into sprawling apartment complexes where 
laundry hanging from the windows is often 
the only way to tell one unit from another. 


The worker who loses his way and staggers 
into the wrong apartment at night is a com- 
mon theme for television parody. 

Japan’s 117 million people live in an area 
larger than Italy (57.4 million population), 
but smaller than Norway (four million popu- 
lation). Adding to the squeeze is the fact that 
one third of the population is crowded into 
the narrow industrial strip along the Pacific 
Coast from Tokyo to Osaka. And 1 1 .6 mil- 
lion live m Tokyo alone. 

Some older city-dwellers. like Tokyo cab 
driver Masayasu Takahashi, 62. say they're 
waiting to retire to sell their homes and move 
to the country. 

“In Tokyo, the air is so bad. My home is 
just so-so. rd say I'm 70 percent satisfied 
with ft," be said during a recent ride through 
Tokyo’s clogged streets. “When I retire. PD 
sell it and get ouL..back to Niigata (440 
kilometers (275 miles) northwest of Tokyo."

Muppets conquer board room

NEW YORK (LOS) — Guess who’s the 
star turn in the board room these days? None 
other than your average three-piece -green - 
flannel-suited executive frog? 1 Kermit. the 
“Muppet Show’s” master of ceremonies, is 
wheeling and dealing like a born-again 
capitalist, along with Sam the Eagje, Waldorf 
and several other familiar Moppet faces. 

Muppet “meeting" films, a series of five 
shorts designed to entertain business audi- 
ences. are one of Muppet genius Jim Hen- 
son’s brightest ideas yet. 

About 4.000 organizations, including 
some of the biggest names in the American 
private sector, have bought the films at $400 
each. They are selling well in Canada, 
Australia and the U JC. and there are plans to 
market them in Spain. Portugal and Argen- 
tina. 

With a fortune under his belt from the 
Muppet TV show. Henson obviously bas a 
few not tips for other businessmen. His New 
York headquarters, m a converted Rockefel- 
ler mansion on the affluent Upper East Side, 
are more than worthy of a self-made mil- 
lionaire. 

His secret is a simple one: make ’em laugh 
— out loud. 

And just what is it that makes a business- 
man laugh? “It is now my pleasure to intro- 
duce you to the person who will introduce 
you to the person who will introduce the next 
speaker, "drones Kermit” in "Picker 
Upper”, the biggest seller in the series. As 
things get more and more chaotic — "the 
later buses will be early and the early buses 
will be latei" — so the laughter gets louder. 

’’They're fun.” says Howard Schuman, 


manager for institutional bank training at 
.Citibank, who has bought several of the films, 
“and they’re very effective at lightening up 
meetings and training programs.” 

That was exactly what David Lazer, now 
executive producer of the Muppet Show, had 
in mind when he dreamt up “meeting" films 
in the mid-1 960s. At that rime Lazer was an 
IBM executive who had had his fill of mono- 
tonous . four-day business - conferences. 
“David wanted to show the films at meetings 
like these to provide some comic relief.” says 
Mary Ann Horstmeyer, who worked with 
him for Henson on tbe original concept. 

The first films were made exclusively for 
IBM and the company continued to pay all 
production costs until 1979. By then "ft was 
clear we could do them on our own.” None of 
the films is longer than three minutes and 1 5 
seconds and they’re relatively cheap to pro- 
duce. The major constraint at the moment is 
the availability of "Muppeteers" Henson and 
Frank Oz who animate the characters. 

Spoofing familiar business situations is the 
films* constant theme — with sometimes fan- 
tastic consequences. In “Coffee Break.” the 
earliest of tbe series, narrated by Kermit the 
Cooky Monster (of Sesame Street fame) 
devours a computerized, talking coffee 
machine, evidently with great relish — until 
he discovers that it’s programmed to explode 
if tampered with. 

The Henson people have also come up with 
a couple of more prosaic characters. 
"Grump” and “Leo” are quintessential per- 
sonalities. the sort you might find in any busi- 
ness or organization. “Leo is an optimist 
very up. very gung-ho. Grump’s a pessimist 
the eternal fault-finder." according to tbe 
blurb. 


said the housing pinch has brought about a 
new generation of people “opting for a better 
quality of life” with the “j-turn" and “u- 
turn.” 

The “J-tumers.” he said, are those who 
leave native towns for big-city educations, 
then go back to cities near their hometowns 
to find work and establish families. The “u- 
turners” return to their roots, sacrificing bet- 
ter paying city jobs for rural elbow room. 

Japanese, he said, are beginning to change 
their idea of enjoyment from consumption of 
income to consumption of free time. But city 
dwellers find their leisure constrained by a 
lack of convenient public facilities and houses 
that are “too cramped.” Matsuda said. 

Many Japanese rarely entertain at home 
because of tbe space problem, so they tend to 
rely on TV for relaxation, whereas people in 
small towns select outdoor recreation, he 
said. 

These are all signs of what Matsuda called 
an “age of local towns and culture" that 
dawned in Japan after the second “oil shock” 
of 1978-79. The shift in values, he said, is 
borne out by another fact of economic life — 
in cities, resources are spent on the working 
environment, but in smaller communities 
they go for improving the cultural and living 
environment. 

“For local mayors,” he said, "the political 
sales point has ranged from promises to build 
schools to promises to provide cultural 
resources.” 

More libraries, sports facilities, adult edu- 
cation schools, and museums are turning up 
in smaller communities. 

A government survey showed 140.000 
more people left Japan's three major cities of 
Tokyo, Cteaka and Yokohama in 1975 than 
moved into them, with 120,000 more leaving 
in 1980. 

The average home in 1978 was 13 square 
meters (14 sq ft) per capita. 1981 figures 
show land costs alone averaged 49.5 a square 
foot ($550 sq m) in Tokyo, where houses are 
often built on postage-stamp plots of 1 .1 1 0 to 
1 .665 square feet. 

On the southern island of Kyushu, land 
averaged only $1530 a square foot ($170 sq 
m). 

A 13-country survey by the 1980 Interna- 
tional Conference on Human Values found 
sewage systems in 78 percent of “middle- 
class" Japanese homes, compared to S3.1 
percent of “middle-class” American homes. 
Some 81.9 percent of tbe Japanese had “a 
quick hot-water beater and running hot 
water” against 97 percent of the Americans; 
and 59.8percent of the Japanese checked 
"toilet with running water*' against 973 per- 
cent in tbe United States. 

These figures don’t tell the whole story. 
For example, the "system kitchen” with 
built-in oven, range, refrigerator and sink — 
a typical setup in American homes for 
decades — is a new concept here.

The Sicilian connection 

Palermo Mafia empire built on drugs

VERONA. (LOS) — Palermo, the capital 
of Sicily, has become the center of an illicit 
drug multinational with a turnover of as much 
as $16 billion a year. That figure is an esti- 
mate by the Italian Communist Party. If cor- 
rect, it means Sicily produces a third of all 
heroin sold worldwide. It is an empire the 
Mafia defends in blood. Last year there were 
1 01 gang killings in Palermo. In the first four 
months of this year there were another 38. 

The Mafia also recently assassinated the 
island's Communist leader. Pio La Torre, 
because he had dared to challenge their rule 
by presenting a dossier to the Italian govern- 
ment outlining a series of anti-gang meas- 
ures. 

The Italian Mafia has never hesitated to 
liquidate its enemies, no matter how impor- 
tant. The toll of the last four months includes 
a Christian Democrat regional president as 
well as judges and senior police officers. No 
trace of the killer has ever been found. 

In the last five years the “Sicilian connec- 
tion" has developed to a point whereby the 
entire U.S. heroin trade is in the hands of 
Mafia families. 

The base morphine is smuggled to Palermo 
from abroad and is then refined into heroin 


(four large refineries have been discovered 
by the police in Palermo in the last IS 
months) before being sent to New York, 
often hidden in shipments of furniture, 
clothes or olive oil. 

It would appear that various gangs have 
been competing for shares in this lucrative 
market. That would explain the burgeoning 
number of killings in Palermo and Catania 
(Sicily’s second city, which specializes in 
cocaine). 

The huge profits return to Sicily via trans- 
actions in Switzerland and the loaded 
mafiosos are transformed into businessmen, 
entrepreneurs and property dealers in 100 
suspect companies. 

The opening of the first of a series of 
impending drug mafioso trials began recently 
here involving the Sicilians and their cousin 
racketeers in the United States. 

The four main defendants are a lawyer, a 
bank director, a furniture dealer and an 
Italo-American property owner from New 
York. In Sicily, trials of this sort usually finish 
with acquittal due to lack of evidence. 

The shooting of the Communist La Torre 
was interpreted by many observers as the 
Mafia’s defiant response to the then forth- 
coming arrival in Palermo of Gen. Carlo 
Dalla Chiesa. the new ’Super Prefect’ of the 
city. 


The appointment of the general — who as 
an ami-terrorist police chief helped to break 
the back of the Red Brigades — was intended 
to show that the government means business 
in its latest assault on the Mafia. 

The number of men and the resources emp- 
loyed in the past have been totally inadequ- 
ate. To help Chiesa clean up Palermo he has 
been promised more manpower and a com- 
puterized information center. 

The Italian Communist Party, which has 
for some time been calling for tough anti- 
Mafia measures has. after the loss of its 
Sicilian leader, taken up the Mafia question 
as a matter of national importance. 

The government is now studying the 
Communist plan, which proposes, first, a 
detailed look at the financial and banking 
affairs of 2.000 or so very nouveau riche 
Sicilians: and. second, suggests the introduc- 
tion of a law allowing drastic reduction of 
sentences to drug dealers who co-operatc 
with the police, rather on the model of the 
“penitent terrorist" law. 

Will the Mafia be defeated? Most experts 
doubt it. It is common knowledge that they 
enjoy solid support inside the political establ- 
ishment. while its most influential opponents 
continue to be added to the list of illustrious 
corpses.

Sex hormones can influence human

WASHINGTON, (WP) - Male Sex hor- 
mones may play a crucial role in the 
development of certain human intellectual 
skills, according to an unusual new study with 
potentially controversial implications. * 

The study is likely to fuel an ongoing 
debate about the degree to which intellectual 
differences between men and woman are 
biologically based. Men traditionally score 
higher than women in measures of spatial and 
mathematical ability, while women outper- 
form men on verbal tests. 

However, the scientists who published the 
research in a recent New England Journal of 
Medicine, and an accompanying editorial, 
sought to minimize any conclusions about sex 
differences, maintaining that the new evi- 
dence does not resolve the longstanding 
“nature vs. nurture” debate in this area. 

The study found that men afflicted with a 
disorder that dramatically lowers the levels of 
male sex hormones during the teen-age years 
have poorer spatial reasoning ability than 
men who entered puberty with normal hor- 
mone levels. 


It concluded that androgens, the sex hor- 
mones found in higher levels in men. “exert a 
permanent organizing influence on the brain 
before or at puberty in boys." 

Spatial ability — the ability to visualize 
objects in space and mentally rotate or man- 
ipulate these objects — is thought to be corre- 
lated with skills needed in such fields as 
mathematics, engineering, physics, architec- 
ture and design. 

"This study is one of the first to dearly 
demonstrate that a deficiency of sex hor- 
mones can influence a human intellectual 
trait." said Dr. Daniel Hier. a neurologist at 
Chicago’s Michael Rese Hospital. He con- 
ducted the study with Dr. William F. Crowley 
Jr., a colleague at Bostons Massachusetts 
General Hospital. 

Hier suggested that the results might help 
explain the differences between “someone 
who does engineering or physics vs. someone 
who does writing" — forexample. and" Eins- 
tein vs. a Shakespeare." 

But he shied away from using his study to 
explain the differences between men and 
women. “You have to be very cautious in 
drawing conclusions about sex differences. 


There clearly are differences sex hor- 

mones could be one factor that plays a role in 
sex differences that have already been 
observed." 

"If s true that women have lower levels of 
androgens than men. but you can't jump to 
the conclusion that this is the explanation” 
for measured differences on intellectual tests, 
said Hier. "This study doesn't settle the 
debate.” 

Harvard psychologist Jerome Kagan, in an 
editorial in The journal, also cautioned 
against using the new study as "proof of 
inborn differences between the. sexes in spa- 
tial ability, saying that expectations about the 
abilities of women in our culture may play a 
far greater role. 

This view was seconded by Georgetown 
University physiologist Estelle Ramey, a 
well-known researcher and feminist. “There 
are physiological differences between men 
and women that relate to hormones. Those 
differences are largely reproductive, but 
there are some differences that relate to brain 
organization as well as muscle performance. 
But these differences are small as compared 
to the. effect of environmental differences. I

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: 1 am now 28 and do not recall one month when 
I did not suffer from painful menstruation, invariably. I'd have to 
stay out of school at least two days every month because of severe 
cramps and nausea. 

Our own family doctor and several other doctors over the years 
mainly prescribed aspirin. Also. I was advised to take bending exer- 
cises a day or two before my periods. 

After many years l learned to bear up with this discomfort as 
something that is a natural complication in the lives of some women. 
But recently, J feel that these routine absences from work may be 
interfering with my chances for promotion in my office. I'm one in line 
for the position of vice president in our firm. 

I haven’t visited a doctor in years for my condition. Is there any- 
thing else besides aspirin I might take to relieve these pains that knock 
me out several days every month? — Ms K. 

Dear Ms I'm assuming that your painful menstruation (dys- 
menorrhea) is the primary type. In other words, there's no trouble 
like chronic inflammation in your pelvis that is causing your symp- 
toms. As you haven’t been to a doctor lately, it might be advisable 
that you visit a gynecologist. 

At least one in three women lose time from school or work because 
of primary dysmenorrhea. Symptoms vary: headache, fatigue, 
nausea, vomiting — in addition to the pain. It all seems to be tied in 
with excessive production of a substance called prostaglandin. In 
many instances, aspirin will bring relief. But not sufficient help. 

When you visit your doctor it's likely he will not depend entirely on 
aspirin. Two new drugs approved by the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion are ibufren and naproxen sodium for treatment of primary 
dysmenorrhea. 

These are nonsteroidal, anti-flammatory compounds that inhibit 
the formation of prostaglandin — and painful uterine contractions.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have excess hair growth on my chin. I’ve had 
depilatory treatments that are not satisfactory. It's difficult to live 
with t his blemish. I’ve been to our family doctor who suggested the 
depilatory. Would you suggest a dermatologist? — Ms. U: 

Dear Ms. U: In many instances excessive hair growth (hirsutism) in 
women is due to an increase in production of male hormones by the 
adrenal glands or ovaries. Ask your dermatologist if he has used 
Spironolactone (Aidactone) for the condition. 

According to S.S.C. Yen. M.D. writing in Connecticut Medicine 
(11-81). this is a safe and effective drug in the treatment of hirsutism. 

Often it reduces fecial hair growth within three months.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn : My husband was admitted to the hospital 
because of chest pain. At first the ECG didn't show anything like a 
heart attack. But the doctors kept him in the hospital because he had a 
raise CPK. Electrocardiograms were positive later. What is CPK? — 
Mrs. H. 

Dear Mrs. H: Elevated concentrations of enzymes may indicate 
he an muscle damage. One of these is known as CPK (creatin phos- 
phokinase). 

For Mr. T- Your recent experience with early cancer of the tongue 
indicates how helpful a routine visit to one’s dentist can tum out to 
be. Especially when one. like yourself, is a heavy pipe and cigar 
smoker. Some patient will visit their dentist regularly but will put off 
physical examination by a physician. 

The whitish thickening might have been overlooked if your dentist 
hadn't been observam. At least three out of four of these precancer- 
ous or cancerous conditions are not much larger than a penny. And 
almost 100 percent of them are located on the sides or underside of 
the tongue, on the floor of the mouth, or back in the soft palate (the 
roof of the mouth).

Chinese ‘ secret formulas’ for chronic ills 
being studied , modernized for efficient use

HANGZHOU. China (AP) — Chinese 
medicine, which likes to boast of centuries- 
old secret formulas for chronic ills, is pressing 
ahead with modern research into more 
immediate problems like stopping bleeding 
in emergencies. 

A powder made by mixing eight or nine 
herbs can stop heavy bleeding in seconds and 
then be absorbed harmlessly into the body, 
said Feng Gen Heng, director of the Hang- 
zhou No. 2 Chinese medicine factory. 

The drug is especially useful in treating an 
organ like the liver that cannot be sewn up. he 
added. He said government approval for 
mass production is expected soon. 

Meanwhile, the factory is busy making 
some of the medicines considered tried and 
true after hundreds of years of use for every- 
thing from heart disease to keeping youthful 
vigor. 

The difference is chat it is working to trans- 
form the doses from "big. bitter and ugly” to 
small, sweet and attractive." said Quan Hua. 
one of the plant's 984 workers. 

Chinese medicine is made of things like 
antelope horns and herbs that used to be 
boiled into tea — both troublesome and unat- 
tractive. It took a big cup of tea to have much 
effect. Miss Quan told a group of visitors 
recently. 

Now' the factory squeezes doses into tab- 
lets, small bottles or vials for injections. Some 
of its white-gowned workers operate in 
glassed-in rooms where the air has been 
purified. Others work with big vats dotted 
with modern-day valves and meters. 


The plant’s laboratory both tests new 
medicines and tries to figure out why old ones 
work. 

Feng said one of the plant’s medicines can 
attack the virus that causes hepatitis, but "we 
have not succeeded in e x t racti ng the single 
element that attacks it. If we succeed, it 
would be a significant advance." 

White mice in the laboratory were being 
injected with herbal medicine to test its effect 
in increasing the blood's white cell count. 

Experiments with the powder to stop 
bleeding were shown in a film. In one test, the 
powder quickly staunched a spurt of blood 
from the amputation of a leg. In another, it 
was sprinkled on a human liver during 
surgery to stop bleeding. 

Feng said the plant had been working on 
the powder since 1978. 

Then there are the "ching chwun hwei fu 
pyan,” or “recover youth tablets." described 
as the product of scientific research based on 
a secret prescription of the Yung Le Imperial 
Hospital in He Ming Dynasty (1368-1644). 

That secret Feng said, is one reason the 
tablets cannot be sold in the United States. 
The U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
wants to see the formula first, he said. “But 
we cannot make it public.” 

In China. 80 tablets sell for 8.80 yuan 
S4.90. Feng said, and in Hong Kong the price 
jumps to 70 Hong Kong dollars (SI 2 JO). 

The medicine is supposed to build energy, 
strengthen bones and muscles and improve 
mental capacity. 

Asked whether the late Chairman Mao 
Tse-Tung, who lived to be 82, took such 
medicine. Feng said, "we know nothing 


about our leaders' medicine taking.” 

Some other products include “donkey hide 
glue,” a blood tonic: "some pear ointment." 
a cough medicine, and a kind of pill to fight 
dizziness, fatigue, insomnia and amnesia. 

One that has been approved for sale in the 
United States is “two treasures.” a mixture of 
ginseng and royal jelly to make it taste better 
— intended as a tonic to strengthen resistance 
to illness. In China. 1 0 small vials sell for 5. 1 3 
yuan ($2.85). 

Feng said the company, which makes 80 
different products including 20 for export, 
mostly in Asia, had total sales of 30 million 
yuan ($16.7 million) last year. 

Profits are 5 to 7 percent, he said, adding, 
“our purpose is to serve the people. We don' t 
stress profits. This is different than in 
America, where pharmaceutical companies 
make very big profits.” 

Feng and miss Quan' said Chinese 
medicines are cheaper than Western 
medicines and do not produce side effects, 
and that while Western medicines act more 
quickly, Chinese medicines get to the root 
cause of illnesses. 

Feng. 40, said be came to the plant, origi- 
nally known as the Ching Yu Tang, at the age 
of 14 and learned on the job. His grandfather 
and father worked there too. and his son now 
has a job in the factory, he said. 

The present staff includes about 50 college 
graduates, with eight or nine doctors among 
them, he added. 

Raw materials for the medicine come from 
all over China and ingredients such as 
rhinocerous horns come from Africa, Feng 
said.

WASHINGTON, May. 30 (AFP) — The 
U.S. Defense Department- is taking a cue 
from the Falklands war to press a reluctant 
Congress into approving massive new credits 
to expand the U.S. Navy. Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger, commenting on the 
Anglo-Argentine conflict in the South Atlan- 
tic, said: “There has been a stren gthenin g of 
the case for large carriers.” (In the face of 
overwhelming Argentine ait supremacy, Bri- 
tain’s air cover for its Falklands navhl tas k 
force has largely been limited to vertical 
take-off Harrier jets launched from two large 
aircraft carriers.) 

President Ronald Reagan’s administration 
is trying to win congressional approval this 
year for an outlay of $6,800 million to build 
two new nud ear-powered aircraft carriers of 
the 93 ,000- ton Nimitz dame 

United States Navy experts have made 
dear that they believe British naval losses in 
the Falklands could have been avoided if the 
British fleet had inducted carriers litn the 
Nimitz. Referring to the May 4 linking of the 
destroyer Sheffield by an Exocet missile. 
Navy Secretary John Lehman said the ship 
was very vulnerable because of inadequate 
air cover. 

At the Pentagon, U.S. officials point out 
that the task force’s two aircraft carriers. The 
Hermes (29,000 tons ) and The htvindbie 
(20,000 tons) are a long way from being able 
to equal the air cover provided by an Ameri- 
can carrier accommodating nearly 90 air- 
craft. 

At the same time “the enemy missile would 

not have gotten anywhere near kill range,” 
Lehman said in connection with the sinking 
of the British destroyer Sheffield by an 
Argentine Super-Etendard plane firin g an 
Exocet air-to-sea missile. 

American carriers all cany F-14 intercep- 
tor jets equipped with Phoenix missiles able 
to fire simultaneously at six different targets. 
According to Adm. Thomas Hayward, com- 
mander in chief of the U.S. Navy, Britain 
made a major error of judgment in cutting 
down its navy. 

Since the end of World War n the British 
Navy had been reduced from 586 combat 
ships to about 100 today, he pointed oul Adnu 
Hayward said the Falklands conflict had rein- 
forced these convictions, and the U.S. Navy 
which now numbers about 500 ships was con- 
sidering plans for around 100 new ships over 
the next 10 years. 

Adm. Hayward said there were lessons to 
be learned from the Falklands conflict- It was 
already probable that U.S. ships of a size 
similar to the Sheffield would be equipped 
with new weaponry systems like the Phalanx 
with its remote-controlled. 20 mm Gatling 

c ann on. 

Weinberger said the use of aluminium in 
warship construction would be “re- 
examined” in the light of the fires caused by 
meltedji himmiiim aboard British ships hit by 


Argentine missiles and bombs. Al uminium , 
widely used in U.S. ships, is lighter and 
cheaper than steel but has the drawback of 
meltingat much lower temperatures, posing a 
threat to vital electric cabling. The Pentagon 
has also ordered better cooperation between 
the Air Force and Navy to step up protection 
of surface ships. 

More than one-third of the British fleet has 


been deployed in the Falklands and this fact, 
though not serious for the moment, could 
rapidly pose a problem for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization should the conflict drag 
on. Pentagon officials said. 

According to Weinberger, "ft would not be 
easy for other NATO navies to take up the 
that everyone of the governments would 
re-evaluate their navies.”

U.S. gunman forces ‘news’ on air 


PHOENIX, Arizona, May 30 (R) — A 
man took over a local television station for 
five hours Saturday and forced a newscaster 
at gunpoint to read a statement on the air 
about preventing a world war, police said. 

They said Joseph Gwin, a 28-year-old 
' cement worker, surrendered Saturday night 
after the announcer read the 21-minute 
statement calling on the world to prevent 
World War HL He was charged with kid- 
napping. Police said Gwin forced his way at 
gunpoint into the Kool television studio 
here and seized a production assistant, a 
technician, a floor manager and a newscas- 
ter as hotages. 

He fired a shot into the ceiling and later 
released two of the hostages as police sur- 
rounded the studio, they said. The gunman 
^kept an aim around the production assis- 


tant, Louis Viola, 52, and hit him on the side 
of the head once with his revolver, drawing 
blood, according to police. After a five- 
hour siege, newscaster Bill Close told police 
he feared someone would be killed if be did 
not read the statement. 

Regular programming was interrupted 
and Gwin pointed his gun at Close as the 
newscaster read the statement, which was 
filled with prophecies, including one that 
Argentina would use a nuclear bomb to 
defeat Britain in the Falklands conflict. 

When Close finished reading the state- 
ment, television viewers watched while 
Gwin handed the revolver to him . Close 
placed the gun on the desk and then told 
Gwin he wanted to shake hands as police 
rushed into the studio. Gwin was taken to a 
psychiatric ward at a local hospital. j

NEW. YORK, (R) — A Bolivian diplomat 
was arrested at Kennedy International Air- 
port Saturday when XI pounds of pure 
cocaine with a street value of $3 million was 
found in his luggage, customs officials said.

swept through a bouse in Haariem near Ams- 
terdam. The three children were aged bet- 
ween five and eleven. Also dead were a 30- 
year-old woman and a 17-year-old girl who 
jumped to her death from a window. 

NAPLES, Southern Italy, (AFP) — An 
11 -year-old girl shot Saturday in an unsuc- 
cessful attack on her magistrate father, pre- 
sumed to have been carried out by the Naples 
Mafia, died in hospital during, the night, 
police said Sunday. Simonetta Lamberti was 
hit in the head when a hail of bullets riddled 
her father’s car along the Naples-Salerno 
road. The father, Alfonso Lamberti, 45, was 


only slightly wounded. 

TOKYO, (AFP) — One in four Japanese 
adults believes there is a danger of Japan 
being attacked or caught up in a war, and 
more than half the population is generally 
worried about the issue, a government opin- 
ion poll showed Sunday. The poll, carried out 
by the- prime min ister’s office last 
December, found that 28 percent of 2,400 
adults who responded fear such a danger. 
Another 32 percent said the danger was a 
possibility, bringing to 60 percent the total 
expressing concern about Japan being 
involved in a war, compared with 44 percent 
in a previous survey in 1978. 

KINGSTON, Jamaka, (AP) — The leader 
of the ruling Jamaica Labor Party, Prime 
Minister Edward Seaga. and other party offi- 
cials were returned to their posts Saturday at 
a private session of the party annual confer- 
ence.

WASHINGTON, May 30 (AP) — The 
government has seized from American com- 
panies more than $23 million in defense- 
related strategic materials and technology, 
much of it bound for Soviet bloc countries, 
the customs service said Saturday. 

Customs Commissioner William von Raab 
said more than 350 shipments of aircraft 
parts, communication equipment, laser sys- 
tems, computers, military equipment, semi- 
conductors and electronic navigation systems 
have been seized under a program code- 
named “Operation Exodus.” 

The operation began six months ago after 
the administration of President Ronald 
Reagan began re-evaluating U.S. trade 
policies in the wake of intelligence informa- 
tion indicating that the Soviet Union has used 
Western technology to upgrade its military. 

Special teams of customs inspectors FBI 
agents, intelligence officials and border pat- 
rol officers were set up at targeted air and 
seaports to review documents accompanying 
outgoing shipments and search cer tain ship- 
ments. 

The first prosecution resulting from the 
operation came in February when a grand 
jury in Massachusetts returned a 30-count 
indictment charging a British citizen, Brian 
A. Moller-Butchers. and Paul C. Carson of 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts, with falsifying 
customs documents. 

Hoaxers cause 
panic in Delhi 

NEW DELHI, May 30 (AP) — Hoaxers 
again caused panic in the Indian capital 
Saturday with telephone calls that bombs had 
been planted in the Transport and Shipp ing 
Ministry and in a small hotel. 

Hundreds of employees in the ministry,' 
located opposite the In dian Parliament, 
rushed out onto the street after an anonym- 
ous caller told the secretary of minister Vee- 
rendra Patfl that the People’s Liberation 
Army, (PLA) an underground Maoist group 
in Manipur state, had planted bombs in the 
building. 

A police bomb squad searched the ministry 
extensively, but found no bomb. The scared 
employees returned to their rooms reluc- 
tantly after persuasion bv «*ninr oolice- 

Last Tuesday, police defused 26 dynamite 
sticks connected to a timing device which 
they said were planted by the PLA in the 
air-conditioning unit of an underground 
shopping center in downtown New Delhi. 

The PLA has been waging a terrorist cam- 
paign against Indian Army troops in Man- 
ipur, bordering Burma. Several of its com- 
manders reportedly were trained in Lhasa, 
Tibet, before the 1976 death of Chinese 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung. 


Dozier kidnapper held 


ROME, May 30 (AP) — Police shot and 
captured a Red Brigades terrorist convicted 
of kidnapping U.S. Brig. Gen. James L. 
Dozier after a gunbattle that left a bystander 
wounded, officials said Sunday. 

Police identified the man captured Satur- 
day as Marcello Capuano, 29, who was con- 
victed in absentia for abducting the American 
general from his Verona home Dec. 17. 
Dozier was freed in a police raid Jan. 28 on a 
Padua apartment. Six of the 17 convicted 
kidnappers are free and one, Umberto Caa- 
biani, was killed by police last Monday in a 
shootout in Pisa. 

Capuano is believed to be one of the lead- 
ers of the Rome “Column” of the leftist ter- 
rorist group. Police said Capuano and an 
unidentified woman were stopped in Trasie- 
vere, a fashionable Rome neighborhood, for 
a routine identity check when they opened 
fire on paramilitary police. 


They fled through the crowded neighbor- 
hood. exchanging fire with the pursuing 
police. A stray bullet hit a passer-by. Sergio 
Pellegrini, in the right eye. police said. He 
was listed in good condition at San Camillo 
Hospital. 

Capuano was wourded in the chest, right 
shoulder and right arm and was taken to San 
Giovanni Hospital, where he was listed in 
grave condition, officials said. The woman 
had papers identifying her as Silvia Cap- 
pelli. but investors said they suspect the 
documents are forgeries. 

Italian newspapers said she matched the 
description of Barbara Balzarani. also con- 
victed of kidnapping Dozier. Police said Sun- 
day that they had nol made a positive iden- 
tification. The newspapers theorized that the 
two may have been casing Regina Coeli 
Prison for a possible attempt on the life of 
Antonio Savasta.

Poland in the throes 
of economic crisis 


WARSAW, May 30 (AJFP) — More meat 
means fewer shoes: This is the message voi- 
ced by Polish officials, who are increasingly 
abandoning theoretical explanations to give 
the public a more concrete expose of the 
economic catastrophe the country faces. 

Speaking to parliament Friday, Planning 
•Commission President Zbigniew Madej pre- 
sented members with a difficult choice in the 
use of Poland’s limited financial means for 
importing such raw materials as leather and 
rubber or for buying grain. ■ 

Madej made it dear that if Poland bought 
raw materials, it would have to find enough 
grain internally to feed the population and 
that this grain would come foods tuffs for 
a nimal s, which would mean a new drop in 
g reat pr oduction. 

On the other hand, grain import costs 
would have to be absorbed by the manufac- 
turing industry, where production is already 
sharply down since the beginning of the due 
to a lack of raw materials. The shortage of 
shoes, already a severe problem, would 
become worse, with less leather and rubber. 

According to statistics published Saturday 
in the press, meat rations can be maintained 
for the third trimester at the current level of 
2.5 kg (5.5 pounds) a month and butter 
rations at the current level of one kg (2.2 
pounds) a month — but no increases are poss- 
ible. 

UAE’s marine unit 
nears completion 

ABU DHABI, May '30 (WAM) — The 
-construction of the UAE’s first modem 
marine research center will be ready in the 
next few weeks following the approval of 
funds by the council of ministers this month, 
reports the UAE newspaper Guff Newt. 

Quoting the fisheries adviser in the minis- 
try of agriculture and fisheries, Rifat M. Ali 
the newspaper said preliminary research is 
already being carried out with a view to 
gathering data on culturing three types of 
fish-rabbit fish, mullet and shrimps. 

The objective is to make these species of 
fish in commercial quantities throughout the 
year by culturing them in tanks. The project is 
the fim attempt to increase the supply of fish 
through culturing^ 

It is intended to be both a research and 
education venture. The research center will 
have a huge aquarium which win be a perma- 
nent public exhibition of local varieties of 
fish. 

Japanese experts will be assisting the 
mhiistry in conducting research programs 
under an agreement that has been concluded 
within the framework of technical coopera- 
tion between the UAE and Japan.

Peking tackles unemployment 


There will be enough eggs, milk, sugar and 
grain products, but fresh cream and cheese 
will be scarcer as well as tea (22 percent less) 
and coffee (25 percent less). 

The immediate goal in solving the coun- 
try's food problems, reaffirmed Friday at a 
cabinet meeting, is to guarantee the average 
Pole a minimum diet of 3,400 calories a day, 
including 50 grams of animal proteins and 40 
grams of vegetable proteins. 

This is to be accomplished with by export- 
ing the best cuts of meat and importing 
poorer cuts, using the savings to pay for grain 
imports. The government is counting on the 
maintenance of long-term lines of credit from 
certain governments to allow it to buy 1.8 to 
two million tons of grain. After this, and a 
projected harvest of 20 million tons, three 
million tons will still be needed to cover 
Poland’s grain needs. 

This is the source of the dilemma Madej 
presented to parliament. The government 
favors buying raw materials to be transported 
into goods. The only way out of the problem' 
would be new foreign credits. But Poland 
already has a 1982 debt payment load of 
$10.4 billion, including interest and princi- 
pal. 

Western governments do not seem inclined 
to negotiate new lines of credit, and Polish 
export revenue this year will not be greater 
than $6 trillion. 


OKLAHOMA, May 30 (AP) — For the 
first time in three years, net profit among a 
representative group of 26 U.S. oil com- 
panies declined, the Oil and Gat Journal 
reports in its May 31 issue. 

Profits declined 3.8 percent during 1981, 
the Journal said. The same group of com- 
panies reported profit increases of 71 percent 
in 1979 and 30 percent in 1980, the Tusa- 
based business magazine said. 

“ Falling demand for petroleum products 
due to worldwide recession and further 
price-induced conservation was the main 
reason for the slip in profits,” the weekly 
magazine reported. 

Companies in the Journal *t survey ranged 
in rite from Exxon Corp. with $62.9 billion in 
total assets to American Petrofina Inc. with 
$1.1 billion in assets. 

Total net profits for the group were $28.2 
billion for domestic and international sales in 
1981, the Journal said. 

Put another way, the group’s return on 
total assets was 7.9 percent in 1981, down 1.4 
percent from the year before. Return on 
shareholders' equity fell 3.1 percent to 17.9 
percent. 

In comparison, the Journal reported that 
Standard and Poors group of 400 U.S. indus- 
trial companies had a 5 percent return on 
total assets in 1981, down slightly from 5.1 
percent in 1980. 


PEKING, May 30 (AFP) — Communist 
Chinese authorities, battling serious unemp- 
loyment in a problem affecting millions, are 
being forced to tailor their remedies to 
specific local requirements. 

In the northeastern province of Heilong- 
jiang, bordering the Soviet Union, provincial 
authorities appear to be concentrating on 
sending unemployed youths f r om the cities to 
the countryside. 

In the southwestern province of Sichuan, 
local authorities have been making an ah-out 
effort to develop the rural handicraft indus- 
uy- 

Heilongjiang is one of China's least 
densely populated provinces with 32 million 
people, and thePeopfe , tDoUy recently stres- 
sed the need to send some “educated youths” 
to work either m its fanns or vast stockraising 
regions. 

Rice-producing Sichuan, for its part, is 
China’s “granary” and its most populous 
province with about 100 million people, 
where one problem local authorities have to 
solve is unemployment in the small towns. 

Unemployment in towns accounts 
for 30 percent of die province’s total jobless, 
the New China News Agency (NONA) 
reported, without giving specific figures. 

Employment figures are generally very 
confusing in rTiina where terms like “unemp- 
loyment” or “unemployed" are banned from 
official use on the grounds that such ills affect 
only the capitalist and not Socialist society.

Malaysia acts to bolster tin , rubber prices 


KUALA LUMPUR, May 30 (R) — 
Malaysia, once a prime mover in forging 
international commodity agreements 
among producing and consuming nations 
on rubber and tin, is seeking new ways to get 
what it regards as fair and stable prices. 

The policy shift, reflecting disenchant- 
ment noth major consuming nations, has 
dealt a blow to a faltering United Nations 
initiative to set up an integrated com- 
modities program. 

Malaysia, the world leader in tin and rub- 
ber production, recently promoted the idea 
of a tin producers’ association and last week 
led other rubber producers in working out 
joint measures to boost depressed rubber 
prices. 

Though h is still not dear how far other 
producers are willing to back Kuala Lum- 
pur at a time when commodity prices are 
deeply depressed, there is no doubt 
Malaysia is in earnest. 

Its primary industries minister, Datuk 
Paul Leong. a strong champion of commod- 
ity agreements, blames lade of political will 
by some major consumers for tins change of 
heart 

Short-sighted interests now dominated 
.international economic relations and had 


made it difficult for countries like Malaysia 
to continue what he said was its reasonable 
approach to the marketing and price stabil- 
isation of tin and robber. 

Malaysia bad been forced to focus on 
more direct approaches and on progress 
through smaller groupings like the Associa- 
tion of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
and producers-only arrangements, accord- 
ing to Datuk Leong. 

Malaysia has directed its anger in particu- 
lar at the United States which has already 
decided to opt but of the sixth International 
Tin Agreement (TFA) due to crane into 
force July 1 if the necessary number of 
nations sign it. 

Kuala Lumpur has formally protested to 
Washington over its continued auctions of 
tin from government stockpiles on to a 
depressed market, an action which 
Malaysia says contravenes the fifth pact, to 
which the U.S. still belongs. Malaysia also 
felt that United States and European 
Economic Community (EEC) took unfair 
advantage of a clause in tim Internatio n al 
Natural Rubber Agreement (INRA) to 
secure a one percent cut in its buffer stock 
price range earlier this month.

oil demand 

PARIS. May 30 (AFP) — Observers and 
officials of the world’s oil industry are- not 
expecting any recovery in world oil demand 
for the rest of the year, and perhaps not until 
some time in the first quarter of next year. 

The basic reason is that destocking using 
up parts of existing oil stocks, rather than 
buying new supplies is expected to continue 
through the summer because of the produc- 
tion ceiling imposed by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). In 
addition, the world's major industrial 
economies, the big oil users remain in reces- 
sion or, at best, virtual stagnation, so they are 
not demanding the large quantities of pet- 
roleum they require in better times. 

OPEC recently decided to restrict output 
to. 1 7.5 million barrels a day as part of its 
strategy to maintain the official minimum 
price of $34 per barrel. The step was taken to 
pressure help end an oil glut that had put 
downward on prices for many months. OPEC 
ministers, after the recent Quito meeting, 
publicly said that the ceiling was restoring the 
organization's control of world oil markets.

\ Executive director Maurice Williams will 
fjut forward the idea at a three -day meeting 
of the council at ministerial level, from June 
Si -24 in Acapulco. Mexico. 

I Sharp rises in international gram prices

; The meeting will pay special attention to 
Africa and is expected to call for more aid to 
*tnall farmers on the continent according to 
documents releases by the counriTs Rome 
hindquarters.

Keeping pets 

It’s food for Soviet thought 


MOSCOW, May 30 (AP) — Soviet pet 
owners are under Fire for using critically short 
meat supplies to feed their dogs. Critics say 
scarce meat should be reserved for humans at 
a time when the country is facing serious food 
shortages. 

Pravda, the Communist Party daily, said 
.ecently that meat purchased by dog owners 
costs the state equivalent of more than $2 
billion in subsidies each year. An article in the 
Soviet Trade Union newspaper Trad on May 
14. complained that selling thousands of tons 
of meat to pet owners when meat prices are 
kept artificially low — $1 .27 per kg — is “no 

petty thing such indulgence is expensive 

for the state." 

The Soviet Communist Party centra! com- 
mittee convened an extraordinary meeting 
Monday to work out a program to overcome 
the nation's food crisis. The Soviet Union 
neither produces nor imports pet food and 
the meat bonght for pets further strains the 
already short supply. However, some dog 
owners bristle at the criticism. “I only buy- 
bones for my pet", a Muscovite told the 
Associated Press. 

Milk, bread and cereals, which are kept 
cheap in state stores, are also used for pet 
food to the chagrin of authorities who have 


launched a drive against food waste. 

Some Soviet officials have even proposed 
that pet owners be billed higher tor water for 
washing i heir dogs. Gas for heating their food 
and for crews to clean apartment staircase or 
doorways soiled by then- animals must also be 
subject to taxes. 

Dog owners in Moscow began paying a S2 1 
annual dog tax for the first' time this year, 
some city officials want to impose fees based 
on the size of dogs — S70 for more depending 
on size of animals. Higher taxes have been 
advocated as a way to discourage keeping of 
pets and to obtain funds to underwrite costs 
of veterinarians, street cleaners and related 
expenses. 

Large dogs often live in crowded apart- 
ments or communal quarters with their 
families, contributing to unsanitary condi- 
tions and posing a menace to pedestrians. 

Soviet newspapers said nearly 200,000 
people were bitten by dogs in J9S0. and 
17,000 had to undergo painful. 30-day series 
of anti-rabies injections. 

Stray dogs are a problem, abandoned in 
city streets by owners who decide they cannot 
afford them. Many stray dogs trapped by 
people and killed for their pelts. 


EMS facing survival test 


BRUSSELS, May 30 (R) — The European 
Monetary System (EMS). the currency float 
set up three years ago to provide some 
exchange-rate stability as a Gist step toward 
eventual European monetary union, is faring 
a critical period. 

West Germany, reluctant to hand over 
control of its domestic economic policy, has 
effectively blocked ambitious plans to over- 
haul the system, and these have been shelved. 

Instead, European governments are 
preoccupied with the strains that a strong 
dollar has put on the world’s currency mar- 
kets — a subject sure to be aired at this 
week’s Versailles summit of leading indus- 
trial nations. 

There is growing speculation that France, 
like West Germany a prime mover behind the 
original EMS, could be forced temporarily to' 
pull its ailing currency, out of the scheme to 
ease the pressure on its financial reserves. 

. France’s inflation rate is more than twice 
that of .West Germany and analysts say the 
divergence between the two economies may 
increase. The Socialist government in Paris 
pursues expansion m an effort to cut unemp- 
loyment while most other governments con- 
tinue restraint. 

Britain, one of the two EEC countries not 
in the currency scheme, remains aloof about 
joining, diplomats said. Its recent rows with 
its EEC partners about farm prices and the 
EEC budget have probably dampened what 
little enthusiasm there was in London about 
participation, they said. 

Apart from the pouod sterling and 
Greece's drachma all EEC currencies within 
agreed limits in the EMS. The margin is 2.25 
percent up or down for all except the Italian

A report by London stockbrokers recently 
concluded that “the EMS has led to a major 
enhancement in currency stability for par- 
ticipating countries in the past three years." It 
said volatility measures of currencies within 
the EMS had been roughly half t hat of similar 
cross-rates outside the system. 

However. France and Belgium in particu- 
lar have been pressing for improvements to 
shield Western Europe from the worst impact 
of U.S. economic policies, particularly high 
interest rates which have drawn money across 
the Atlantic. 

Belgium, which currently holds the six- 
month rotating presidency ot the EEC. has 
been pressing since January for improve- 
ments that included handing over more 
authority to the EEC's embryonic central 
bank and boosting the monetary role of the 
European currency unit (ECU), possibly by 
introducing an ECU coin. 

But the diplomats said an informal meeting 
of the EEC finance ministers here this month 
agreed that all but the smallest technical 
adjustments should be shelved. 

Since last October there have been two 
major realignments of the system, involving 
parity change for several currencies. 

The vast amounts of cash that the Paris 
government has been forced to spend to 
defend the parity of the franc — nearly 25 
billion francs (S4 billion) in March and April 
— has prompted some to predict it may 
decide to opt out temporarily.

Job issue 
a thorn in 
Tory flesh 

LONDON. May 30 (AFP) — Unemploy- 
ment is still a very sore point in the British 
economy — and a thorn in the side of the 
ruling Conservative Party — as the Depart- 
ment of Employment announced this past 
week that joblessness fell in May. but the 
underlying trend is still upward. 

The unadjusted figures compared with 
April actually fell by 3S.000 to go below the 
politically sensitive 3 million mark, to a total 
of 2.969 million unemployed. The seasonally 
adjusted figure, however, went up by 22,000 
from April to hit a total of 2.872 million. 

In its report on the provisional figures, the 
Employment Department noted thaL sea- 
sonally adjusted and excluding school leav- 
ers. joblessness in May was 12 percent, 
against 11 .9 in April and the underlying trend 
is still upward. While the monthly increases in 
the seasonally adjusted jobs figures lately 
have been much smaller than in 1980. when 
they were around 1 15.000 a month, there is 
still no indication as to when joblessness will 
actually start to fall in Britain. 

Meanwhile, in a blow to hope for better 
economic performance and hence more jobs, 
the prestigious National institute of 
Economic and Social Research said this past 
week that the country's recovery from the 
recession has been much slower than during 
any cycle in the last quarter-century. 

Iran bid to restart 
work on complex 

TEHRAN. May 30 (AFP) — An Iranian 
draft plan for resuming work on the giant 
Japanese-! ranian petrochemical complex in 
Bandar Khomeini southern Iran, has been 
submitted to Japanese negotiators here.the 
newspaper Ettelaat reported Saturday. 

Representatives form the Japanese consor- 
tium. led hv the Mitsui firm which owns 50 
percent of the complex, are to return to 
Tehran in one month to give their response, 
the paper said citing Deputy Oil Minister 
Mustapha Najafabadi. 

Under the plan, an Iranian loan would pro- 
vide financing for six months of work, the 
report said. The Iranian partners are from the 
National Iranian Petrochemical Industry Soc- 
iety. 

The complex was begun in 1973 and was 
1?5 percent finished before work stopped 
because or Iran's war with Iraq. It is to be the 
largest petrochemical complex in the Middle 
East, and the Iranians are hoping for produc- 
tion to get underway in 1984.

Riyal stays firm on dull day

JEDDAH. May 30 — After Saturday's 
trading. Sunday was reported to have been 
a quieter trading day on the local markets 
, with hardly any movements in rival deposit 
rates. Dealers quoted mostly for informa- 
tion purposes but there was some activity in 
the short tenors. 

In the fixed deposits, the one-month riyal 
rate opened at 1 2%-1 2% percent hut later 
fell back by *4 percent in thin trading. In the 
medium and long term deposits, the 
three-month and one-year deposit rates 
were quoted at 12 3 ''a-i2% and 12‘.;-13 
percent respectively. 

There has been a small rise in the longer

reversing the previous “flat" field curve 
that existed for riyal deposits. Actual deal- 
ing. however was still concentrated in the 
short periods with Sunday seeing the week- 
fixed and short. " overnight" funds quoted 
at 12-13 percent.

Quito struggles to shore up economy 


QUITO. May 30 (R) — A year after being 
thrust into office by an air crash. Ecuador’s 
President Osvaldo Hurtado is struggling to 
cure an ailing economy and shore up the 
country's young democracy. 

The 42-year-old former political science 
professor, who became president several 
hours after head of state Jaime Roldos died 
in the crash, descri v s the economic crisis as 
"the most serious and complex problem fac- 
ing the country, democracy and the govern- 
ment.” 

The crash that killed the popular leader of 
a poor nation of eight million people coin- 
cided with the end of an economic boom built 
on rapid increases in the price of oil. It also 
led to a constitutional changeover rare in a 
country whose history has been punctuated 
by military coups. 

Dr. Hurtado spoke of the crisis on his first 
anniversary in power last Monday, only a 
week after he ordered a 24.2 percent devalu- 
ation of the national currency, the sucre, and 
a five percent cut in public spending. 

Making a dramatic appeal for austerity, the 
president said that Ecuadoreans had ‘‘carried 
on living and spending irresponsibly, con- 
vinced the comfortable years of the oil 
bonanza would continue indefinitely.” 
Ecuador produces about 200.000 barrels 
of crude daily under production quotas set by 
the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) and about half is 
exported. 

But a glut on world markets and the subse- 
quent drop in prices have cut foreign cur- 
rency earnings and opened a budget deficit of 
1 8 billion surees (S545 million). 

Oil exploration is at a standstill while 
domestic consumption is rising at up to 15 
percent a year. This situation, government 
officials say. threatens to turn the country

MOSCOW. May 30 (AFP) — A Soviet 
fur factory shoW o’f^ra^ ,_: mafei i taTs lt has 
advertised drive-out cars for anyone hand- 
ing in 1.000 dog pelts. 

The advertisement recently appeared. 
Whereas the normal waiting list for Soviet 
car buyers is anything up to two years, the 
advertisement in the official Soviet news- 
paper Lack, said that for 1 .000 dog pelts 
and 500 catskins, a Zhiguli car would be 
delivered immediately. For 500 dog skins 
the factory offered a motorcycle. 

But Sunday the newspaper Zelskaya 
Zhuzn denounced the scheme saying it had 
caused widespread theft of dogs and pet 
trafficking. “Even children of good 
families have joined in tracking down 
dogs,” the paper charged.

Turner slams unbeaten 
311 on an eventful day 


LONDON, May 30 (Agencies) — New 
Zealander Glenn Turner Saturday became 
the first cricketer after 33 years to score more 
than 300 runs in a day in England. 

Turner finished with an unbeaten 311 
when Worcestershire declared at 501 for one 
in their English County Championship match 
against Warwickshire at Worcester. It also 
was Turner’s 100th first class century and he 
hit 39 fours and two sixes in an innings that 
lasted 342 minutes. 

Turner became the only the second non- 
English player in history to score 100 first 
class tons. The other was Australian great Sir 
Donald Bradman. 

He passed his previous personal best of 
259 runs and went on to set a new highest 
score for Worcestershire, beating Fred Bow- 
ley’s 276 against Hampshire in 1914. The last 
player to reach 300 in a day in England was 
Jack Robertson, of Middlesex, also at Wor- 
cester.

Saturday. Hosts Indonesia took the fourth 
place when theyfiefeated India 3-0. India 
finished fifth followed by Hong Kong sixth 
and Singapore seventh.

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PA RIS, May 30 (AFP) — Sweden's sensa- 
tional teenager Mats Wflander scored a shock 
4-6, 7-5. 3-6. 6-4, 6-2 victory over second- 
seeded Ivan Lendl of Czechoslovakia Sunday 
to enter the quarterfinals of the men's singles 
at the French Open Tennis Championships. 

In a match played in clammy heat and in 
front of a packed and noisy crowd, the 1 7- 
y car-old Swede stayed ice cool during several 
dramatic incidents in which an argumentative 
Lendl crossed swords with crowd and umpire 
alike. 

Wilander now takes on fifth- seeded New 
Yorker Vitas Gerulaitis for a place in the 
semifinals. Gerulaitis scored a no-nonsense 
straight set victory over feUow-Araerican 
Mel Prucell on the center court. Gerulaitis 
won at 6-3. 6-3. 6-2. 

Trouble flared after the two players had 
been on court for nearly two hours when 
Lendl lost the second set a disputed line call. 
The Ostrava- bom Lendl, who cannot be 
described as the happiest-looking player in 
the world, looked absolutely forlorn when he 
heard the decision. 

After a bitter argument, Lendl received 
service in the opening game of the third but it 
was manifestly clear that he wasn’t trying. 
AmJ at one point it looked as though he might 
quit the court. Slowly be steadied his game, 
however, and went on the take the set com- 
fortably. There was more trouble in the 
seventh game of the fourth when the scores 
were 3-3. 

Lendl slammed down what he thought was 
an ace. only to hear it called “out". Wearing 


an-, ugly scowl, the Czech player marched 
down the court, stepped over the net and 
angrily demanded to be shown the mark.

When Wilander took the gam e, Lendl 
looked as though he was going- to blast a ball 
at the umpire’s chair.

From that game onwards he was 
always on the receiving end from the crowd. 

In the final set Lendl, still visibly upset, 
tried to rush the net But he was fodder for 
Wilander’s powerful double-fisted back- 
hands which wrong-footed him time and 
again. Trailing 0-4 it was clear that only a 
miracle could save Lendl. None was forth- 
coming. Willander continued to go for his 
shots and he didn't crack. 

Jose-Luis Clerc of Argentina became the 
first player to reach the quarterfinals of the 
men’s singles when he defeated Sweden’s 
Joachim Nystrom 7-6. 4-6. 6-0. 6-2. 

But the fourth seed had to work hard for 
□early three-and-a-half hours to eliminate 
the 1 9-year-old Scandinavian and could well 
have found himself two sets down had he not 
clinched the opening set tiebreak, at the 
Roland Garros.

4-car mishap halts Indy 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 30 (AP) — A 
four-car mishap on the main straightaway 
just before the green starting flag was to have 
been dropped forced an early halt to Sun- 
day’s Indianapolis 500-mile (805 km) race.

1 felt like somebody 
pushed me in the rear. The car went right and 
then left. There's a big tire mark on the side, 
but 1 don’t know what happened.” There 
were no injuries in the collision. 

Cogan apparently struck Foyt. bounced 
back and collided with Andretti, whose car 
hit the inside retaining wall. Cogan then vee- 
red to the outside and hit the wall. 

Whittington, the youngest of three 
brothers in the race, then struck the car of 


rookie Roger Mears.older brother of pole- 
position winner Rick Meats. Crews began 
hauling wreckage from the track. A support 
rod was being replaced on Foyt's car. 

“It started seeing smoke, and 1 saw 
Andretti on the inside wall with parts flying,” 
said Roger Mears. '* Dale went right over the 
top of my car. Anybody behind me bad a 
perfect view. I can’t imagine how he went over 
me.” 

Earlier the organizers were afraid that 
rains would disrupt the Indy 500 and that the 
crowds would have kept away.

Gl-ASGOW. Scotland, May 30 (Agen- 
cies) — It was one of the toughest moments of 
Scotland soccer manager Jock Stein’s long 
and distinguished career. 

Stein, who Saturday named his 22-man 
squad to compete in the World Cup finals in 
Spain next month, had to tell full back Ray 
Stewart and midfielder Tommy Burns that 
they would not be making the trip. 

Stewart and Bums both were in the 24- 
player Scottish squad for the British Champ- 
ionships but had to be trimmed from the 
World Cup party, “It was harder to tell them 
they won’t be going than it was to take our 
defeat” said Stein after Scotland slumped to 
a 1-0 defeat against England Saturday in its 
final international warmup before the World 
Cup. 

West Ham player Stewart said: “ Tm abso- 
lutely sick. Even when we assembled 1 0 days 
ago I had the feeling I would be one of the 
odd men out." Bums, the Celtic player who 
started for Scotland against Wales in mid- 
week. admitted: “I didn't think I would be 
going no matter how well I played against 
Spain.” 

There were few surprises in the 22-player 
squad. Full back George Burley of Ipswich 
and Celtic winger Davie Provan were the 
only playens who could be considered fortu- 
nate to be included. The rest of the squad 
virtually picked itself. 

Two players — Kenny Dalglish of Liver- 
pool and Joe Jordan of AC Milan — will be 
playing in their third World Cup. Third 
choice goalkeeper Jim Leighton of Aberdeen 
is the only uncapped player in the party. 

Stein admitted to being disappointed by his 
experimental team's defeat against England 
Saturday but said: “For the first time we have 
put winning the World Cup ahead of beating 
England." Paul Mariner scored the only goal 
in the 1 3th minute against a Scottish team that 
looked particularly disorganized in defense. 

The Scots now have five days rest before 
firing to Portugal Friday for a week of train- 
ing. 

Greenwood pleased 

England manager Ron Greenwood on the 
other hand was dearly delighted with his 
team's win. “In view of this being my last time 
up here. I am delighted to have completed my 
•hat-trick’ — this is the third win we have had 
at Hampden while I've been manager. 

” I was delighted that we kept a dean sheet 
and I just hope that will continue — espe- 
cially in our first game in the world cup." 

“The injuries to Paul Mariner and Kevin 
Keegan left us a bit depleted and exposed us 
to difficult defensive situations but they 
coped with it well.” Mariner, who suffered a 


calf knock, and Keegan, who hurt his thigh, 
are not seriously injured. 

Mariner admitted: “Considering 1 wax nut 
for so long with my achilles tendon injury, it 
was nice just to get back in contention, but to 
get the winning goal against Scotland was 
very pleasant.” He also scored againsi the 
Netherlands on Tuesday at Wembley.

Meanwhile in Helsinign. Scotland won the 
European Youth (under-18) Football 
Championships by beating Czechoslovakia 
3-1.

This remarkable deal occur- 
red in the 1964 national pair 
championship. At one table 
the bidding went as shown 
(believe it or not), and South 
became declarer at seven 
notrump redoubled. West was 
not frightened by North’s 
redouble! He led a spade and 
South missed his target by 
seven tricks, going down 4,000 
points! 

This giant catastrophe was 
caused part by West’s in- 
terference bid of five spades 
over the Blackwood four 
notrump bid. Apparently 


South based his grand slam 
venture on the assumption and 
hope that his partner had both 
minor suit aces, in which case 
seven hearts would be ice 
cold. 

South was right, but unfor- 
tunately North misread the 
situation and decided to shoot 
for a top score by bidding 
seven notrump. North couldn’t 
bring himself to believe his 
partner would open with a two 
bid and go to seven with only 
one ace. 

Strangely enough, the sa m e 
contract was reached at 
another table, except that 
North became declarer. The 
bidding went: 

South West North East 

2* 3* 4 NT Pass 

6 V Pass 7 NT Pass 

Pass Dble Redbie 

Here North interpreted the 
six heart bid as showing two 
aces and a void in an 
unspecified suit (That is the 
method used by most 
Blackwood players in this type 
of situation.) 

Despite the misunder- 
standing, the North-South pair 
at this table fared much bet- 
ter. East thought his partner’s 
double was conventional and 
forbade a spade lead, so he led 
the jack of clubs. 

As a result, North made the 
grand slam and scored 2,930 
points. This was 6,930 points 
better than the North-South 
pair at the previous table had 
scored!

Spain 

becomes 

NATO 

member 

MADRID. May 30 (Agencies) — Spain 
became the 16th member of the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization (NATO) Sunday. 
The NATO secretariat told Spain Saturday 
its membership application had been fully 
processed by the treaty's 15 current sig- 
natories and a representative of the Spanish 
Embassy in Washington was expected to 
deposit an instrument of ratification at the 
State Department Sunday. 

Spain's centrist government decided to go 
ahead despite a call by the main Socialist 
opposition party on Friday for a postpone- 
ment due to the Falklands crisis and the Gib- 
raltar question. The Socialists have tabled a 
motion in parliament calling for a debate 
before the NATO summit meeting due to 
stan in Bonn on June 9. 

Socialist spokesman Pedro Bofill said join- 
ing NATO would prejudice Spain's interests 
in Latin America due to the Falklands dis- 
pute between Argentina and Britain, a found- 
ing member of the Atlantic alliance. 

He said it would also be premature to join 
NATO without guarantees on negotiations 
with Britain over the return of Gibraltar to 
Spain. Britain and Spain are due to open 
negotiations on the future of Gibraltar on 
June 25 at the same time Madrid lifts a 13- 
vear border blockade of the British rock col- 
ony. An earlier meeting was postponed 
because of the Falklands crisis. 

Ratification of the alliance treaty will allow 
Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo to 
attend the Bonn summit as a full NATO gov- 
ernment leader. Membership of NATO has 
been Calvo Sotelo's top foreign policy objec- 
tive since becoming primfe minister in Febru- 
ary last year after an abortive militaiy coup. 

He sees membership as furthering Spain’s 
integration into the Western bloc, thus 
strengthening its young democratic institu- 
tions. He also hopes NATO will provide the 
armed forces with broader outlets than just 
internal security, their main mandate during 
the late Gen. Franco’s era. 

Initial reactions to the Spanish entry to the 
alliance were predictably negative from the 
left. Communist Party foreign affairs 
spokesman Jaime Ballesteros told national 
radio that if Spanish membership was con- 
summated.“Sunday will be a black day in the 
process of consolidating democracy.” 

He said NATO membership would not 
solve Spain’s many problems and be a nega- 
tive step for the country. It would also 
increase international tension instead of con- 
tributing to detente. 

Spain has an army of 350.000 men armed 
with often out-of-date equipment and under 
a new command installed in an apparent 
attempt to rejuvenate the military hierarchy. 

Spanish Defense Minister Alberto Oliart 
laised the question of military equipment 
himself before the NATO defense committee 
last month when he stressed the necessity to 
modernize what he called Spain’s "obsolete” 
armaments. He said then that army strength 
would he substantially reduced along with the 
number of military airplanes and vessels in 
order to concentrate on improving their qual- 
ity and potential performance. 

A few months earlier, on Jan. 4. 1^82. the 
four military chiefs of staff were suddenly 
replaced in a reshuffle officially tied ro 
Spain’s forthcoming entry into NATO. Three 
of the four new officers to head Spain's gen- 
erally conservative military were consider- 
ably younger than' their predecessors. 

Military observers, however, saw the Span- 
ish Navy and Air Force as modem and well- 
trained and adding essential support to the 
Atlantic alliance. “NATO military experts, 
meanwhile, said ihe Spanish troop strength 
was essential primarily in the event of long- 
term warfare. Spains ground army has 
267.000 men commanded by 17.SS5 non- 
commissioned officers. 128.804 officers and 
1.021 generals, including 617 on active 
reserve 


Most new to battle 


Argentines hail pilots as war heroes 


BUENOS AIRES. May 30 (R) — Argen- 
tina's Air Force and Navy pilots are being 
hailed here as the heroes of the Falkland 
(Malvinas) Islands war. skimming over the 
South Atlantic waves to fire their missiles at 
the British fleet. Ranging in age between 23 
and 35, most of them are newcomers to air 
battles. 

Some of them say their fighter planes have 
an advantage over the British jump-jet Har- 
riers. because although highly maneuverable, 
they seem comparatively slow in the dog- 
fights over the South Atlantic. Argentine air 
strikes against the British fleet have so far 
sunk five ships, including two destroyers, and 
hit dozens of other ships in the fleet, accord- 
ing to military reports here. 

Argentine pilots also say they have shot 
down Harriers and British helicopters since 
the Falkland crisis broke out when Argentine 
troops landed on the islands April 2.” At the 
speed we fly. about 1.200 kph. we see the 
target, fire over weapons and skim over the 


waves to avoid ships and artillery radar.'’ one 
of the pilots told a magazine interviewer. 

“We cannot check if we have hit the target 
because it explodes after we pass.” the pilot 
said. “Our squadron fighter companions 
coming behind confirm if we scored a hit." 
The pilots, in their Mirage Dagger fighters. 
French-built 1 Super-Etendard. U.S.-made 
Skyhawks, British-made Canberra bombers 
and Argentine anti-guerrilla Pucaras. are 
carrying the brunt of the fight against theBrit- 
ish. 

Their raids against the task force led Brit- 
ish defense minister. John Nott. to praise the 
bravery of Argentine pilots. “We fight 
against the most sophisticated electronic 
technology, against ships carrying heat- 
seeking missiles, but Argentine technicians 
have found ways of avoiding enemy fire.” 
another pilot said. 

“It is not easy to get close to these ships, 
but once you are near them, sometimes you 
only need a machinegun burst to put them out 
of action.” he said. “As everything is control- 


led by electronic circuits, each time we hit 
them it is just like kicking at a television set.” 

The pilot said that when the falklands war 
is over, the British will be surprised to find 
out how Argentine technicians developed 
cheap systems to avoid British missiles. 
“ When the war is over and we can reveal how 
we rendered useless dozens of missiles cost- 
ing several hundred minion dollars, the Brit- 
ish electronic engineers will eat their transis- 
tors in salads.” he said. 

The Argentine pilots, fighting their first 
ever war. say they did not feel fear after the 
first mission but “ our legs shake from tension 
after we climb down from our planes. 1 ' 

When asked to comment on British press 
reports that Argentine airmen were suicide 
pilots because of their exploits, one of them 
said: “I have a wife and three children. I can 
assure you we all want to live." Despite praise 
in the Argentine press, most of the pilots 
don’t feel like heroes and say they go into 
combat because they feel it is their duty. 


BBC accused of endangering British troops 


LONDON, May 30 (AFP) — A British 
newspaper correspondent in the Falklands 
has accused the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBC) of jeopardizing the lives of 
British troops by revealing their campaign ■ 
plans in advance. 

Max Hasting?, who writes for the Observer 
Sunday paper, criticized what he called “ the 
extraordinary indiscretions by the Ministry 
of Defense and the BBC World Service"’. 
He particularly took to task the BBCs 
military correspondent in London Andrew 
Walker, charging that he announced in 
advance that paratroops were going to 
attack Goose Green. 

Premature disclosures had caused a lot of 
bitterness among British troops at the San 
Carlos Bay bridgehead. Hastings said. He 


quoted one soldier as saying “how many 
enemies are we supposed to be fighting?” 
“If the paras lose a lot of people, you know 
who told them what we were going to do.” 
the soldier addetj. 

Hastings said there was a widespread 
feeling that politicians and newspapers in 
London show a “reckless disregard for sec- 
urity — speculating endlessly about poss- 
ible or probable British courses of action, 
despite the tight censorship of all corres- 
pondents’ reports”. 

A colonel commanding the positions 
attacked by Argentine Skyhawks repor- 
tedly told Hastings that if a BBC corres- 
pondent arrived in his area, he would be 
sent immediately to the prisoner-of-war 


cage. In a statement Saturday night the 
BBC replied: “Andrew Walker and the 
BBC were only reporting information that 
was freely available from official circles 
and was being widely relayed by journalists 
out of London across the world. 

“Of course the BBC World Service, in 
particular at the moment, is acutely aware 
of the dangers of speculating about what 
might be going to happen on the Falklands 
battlefront for the very obvious reasons that 
Max Hastings mentioned. And, in fact, our 
correspondent’s reference to an advance on 
Darwin and Goose Green by paratroops 
was not to something that might happen, 
but to something that was told in London 
had already taken place and was in fact 
virtually over.” 


Sri Lanka sees India arrests as reciprocal 


COLOMBO. May 30 (AFP) — Political 
circles here are speculating about a possible 
link between India’s sudden crackdown on 
militant Tamil separatists from here and Col- 
ombo's decision to cut off negotiations with a 
U.S. firm on an oil terminal in Trincomalee 
port. 

The Foreign Ministry here has been sur- 
prised by the sopport from police in India's 
southeastern state of Tamil Nadu (formerly 
Madras) to apprehend members of the ban- 
ned ” Liberation Tiger” movement. die Island 
newspaper reported Sunday. Police officials 
here had pointed out that the Tamil Nadu 
police had not taken any real action before 
last week to catch the militants, although 
their whereabouts were known, the Island 
reported. 


Tamil secessionists, including the two most- 
wanted militants. Uma Maheswaran and 
VeluppiUai Prabhakaran. They also risked 
local anger and raided the homes of some 
politicians and lawyers. The moves were seen 
as a special favor to Sri Lanka, the Island said, 
after Indian-Sri Lankan relations hit rock 
bottom when Colombo began negotiating 
with a U.S. firm. Coastal Corporation of 
America, to lease 100 storage tanks for an oil 
tejrmiaal. 

India feared that Coastal Corporation 
would make use of its position to supply oil to 
the U.S. Navy and several questions were 
asked in the Indian Parliament about Sri 
Lanka's intentions with regard to the 
strategic Trincomalee port. It was feared that 
Sri Lanka might permit rest und recreation 
facilities to be set up to serve a beefed-up 
U.S. Navy in the Indian Ocean, but Colombo 


tried to allay India’s fears with regard to Trin- 
comalee. 

Two ministers from President Junius 
Jayewardene’s government here told New 
Delhi that the intended lease of the British- 
built storage tanks was purely a commercial 
proposition and in no way changed Sri 
Lanka’s commitment to nonalignment. Dip- 
lomats here speculated that India was not 
entirety assuaged by Sri Lanka's assurances. 
Last month Sri Lanka broke off its negotia- 
tions with C oastai Corporation and called for 
international tenders to build tbe terminal. 

It was specifically mentioned that oil from 
this terminal cannot he supplied to any navy. 
Observers here said the move by Sri Lanka 
likely led to India reciprocating by cracking 
down on the Tamil separatist movement, 
which is President Jayewardene's biggest 
political headache.

Assassinated mayor’s successor slain in Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR. May 30 (AP) — A 
woman just appointed to succeed an assassi- 
nated mayor and her 10 -year-old daughter 
were shot to death in the kitchen of their 
home in Chinameca. Christian Democratic 
Party officials said Saturday. 

They said three members of the town's civil 
guard, a rural security force under the com- 
mand of the Defense Ministry, had been 
arrested in the case and police were searching 
for eight other suspects. 

The woman. Evangelina Garcia de Lopez, 
a 47-ycar-old widow and Christian Democra- 
tic counciiwoman. had been named Friday by 


the town council in Chinameca to succeed 
Teodoro EleazarCruz as the mayor. The 11 
attackers were said to have burst into her 
home at about 6 p.m. Friday. 

Cruz had been pulled from a bus May 1 3 by 
i 1 armed men and shot. He was one of three 
Christian Democratic mayors assassinated 
rhis month. 

The killing of Mrs. Garcia de Lopez, who 
would have taken office Monday, brought to 
12 the number of activists and officials in the 
moderate party slain since May 1 2. 

"We cannot explain it. Why are they 
slaughtering people out there like animals?” 


Hunberto Posado, a Christian Democratic 
deputy in the newly elected Constituent 
Assembly, told a hushed group at party 
headquarters in the capital Saturday. 

The arrests reportedly were made by 
national guardsmen accompanied by three 
Christian Democratic cabinet ministers and 
four members of the party's delegation to the 
rightist dominated assembly. 

Party official said the suspects were 
believed to be the same men who had killed 
Cruz. 


Colombians 
go to polls 

amid threats 

• BOGOTA, May. 30 (Agencies) — Colom- 
bia went to the polls for a new president 
Sunday after an election campaign domi- 
nated by the threat of guerrilla violence. 

On tbe eve of the election, left-wing guer- 
rillas have vowed to disrupt the poll by viol- - 
ence. All four presidential candidates stres- 
sed tbe need for a political solution to per- ■ 
suade the guerrillas to lay down their arms. 
An army spokesman said Saturday the sec- 
urity forces had recently arrested 18 heavily 
aimed guemllas of the April 29 (M-J9) 
movement who were planning to disrupt pol- 
ling in Bogota. 

The guerrillas, who were arrested during a 
series of raids in tbe capital were planning to 
occupy newspaper offices and radio stations, 
set fee to buses, block roads, cut electricity 
supplies and bomb offices of the election 
authorities, the spokesman added. 

M-19. which is Colombia's largest guerrilla 
group, claimed responsibility for a number of 
bombings and an assassination attempt on a 
prison governor earlier this week. But the 
government has sent the army into the streets 
to help reinforce security over the election 
period and Defense Minister Luis Carlos 
Camacho Leyva has guaranteed that voting 
will take place in peaceful conditions. 

Army jeeps and armored personnel car- 
riers mounted with 30-caliber machine guns 
patrolled the major cities. A frequent scene 
in this city of 5 million people Saturday was 
people with hands raised and leaning against 
a wall as soldiers hdd them at gunpoint to 
check for identification and weapons. 

The only two candidates with a chance of 
winning Sunday’s election are former Presi- 
dent Alfonso Lopez Micbelsen of the ruling 
Liberal Party and Belisario Betancur of the 
Conservative Party. The other two candi- 
dates are Luis Carlos Galan. a Liberal Party 
federal senator who started his own New Lib- 
eral Party, and Gerardo Molina, a Commun- 
ist representing a leftist front, 

Lopez Michelsetfs chances of election 
have been threatened by the challenge of 
Carlos Galan, wbo is campaigning outside 
what be calls the corrupt hierarchy of Colom- 
bia's two main parties — the Conservatives 
and Liberals. 

Campaign organizers estimate that just 
over half of Colombia' s 1 3.7 million electo- 
rate will vote, a high turnout by Colombian 
standards. 

Zhao, Suzuki 
hold talks today 

PEKING, May 30 (R) — Communist 
Chinese Premier Zhao Zryang goes to Japan 
Monday for an official visit that marks a high 
point in relations between the world's most 
populous nation and its main trading partner. 

He will bold talks Monday and Tuesday 
with Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki who has 
described current Sino-Japanese ties as the 
best in their history. The 10th anniversary of 
normalization of their relations falls in Sep- 
tember, and Suzuki is planning a return visit 
ro Peking then. 

Diplomatic sources said that Zhao's six- 
day visit, apart from its general aim of farth- 
ering bilateral cooperation, will give tbe 
Japanese another opportunity to express 
their concern about the deterioration in 
Sino-American relations.

U.S. plans to aid 
free press abroad 

NEW YORK, May 30 (AP) - A plan to 
openly finance political parties, labor unions 
and newspapers in developing countries to 
promote democracy is expected to be 
announced soon by U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan, The New York Times reported in its 
Sunday editions. 

Quoting unnamed White House sources, 
the Times said the initiative also would be 
aimed where possible, at Communist nations 
and is “intended to place political aid to 
developing countries on the same level as 
military and economic aid.” 

” We are not embarrassed by providing mil- 
lions of dollars in guns and butter.” the news- 
papier quoted one unidentified official as say- 
ing. “Why should we shrink from giving 
money to back up democratic forces as well?” 
Reagan is likely to announce the program in a 
speech June 8 in London, the Times said. 

Officials said the AFL-CIO Labor Federa- 
tion. the national committees of the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties and the chamber 
of commerce, as well as the State Department 
and the White House, had contributed ideas 
that led to the project, planning for which has 
been under way for six months. 

An initial study, to be privately financed 
from united sources, would cost’S400.000 
and would assess specific actions for the prog- 
ram, the newspaper reported. It said Con- 
gress would be asked to provide money to 
augment private funds. Responsibility for the 
program would be left to private groups but 
Congress would have oversight. 

Such private support for democracy 
abroad is riot new, but the project appears to 
be much more ambitious than those previ- 
ously. 


Ancient Etruscan town discovered 


MANTUA. Italy. May 30 (AP) — 
Archaeologists have discovered an anciem 
Etruscan town near this northern Italian city, 
which they believe is the oldest such settle- 
ment in the Lombardy region. 

Raffaele de Marinis of the Lombardy 
archaeological superintendent's office told 
the Milan daily Correre DeUa Sera. Saturday 
that the settlement dates from the fourth cen- 
tury B.C. and is located 12 kilometers south 
of Mantua where the Mincio and Po rivers 
join. 

The newspaper quoted De Marinis as say- 
ing that it covers ar least 120,000-square 
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meters, and apparently was a commercial 
center for ancient traffic from the Adriatic 
Sea to Central Europe. “We will know more 
when we begin serious excavation.” De 
Marinis said. “For now. we have to be con- 
tent with superficial findings." 

Already, he said, archaeologists have 
retrieved Greek and Etruscan pottery, 
bronze artifacts and silver coins that are of 
“great importance” for understanding the 
origins of the Etruscans. Workers have also 
discovered an Etruscan bowl with the name 
Ambus Markes written on the bottom. “ He is 
the first ancient E truscan in Lombardy whose 
first and last names we know,” De Marinis 
said. 

The Etruscan civilization, which reached 
its peak in the sixth century B.C.. was the 
most advanced in Italy before the Romans. 

12 die in U.S* tornado 

MARION. Illinois, May 30 (AP) — Up to 
a dozen persons perished Saturday and more 
than 100 were reported 'in iu red when tor- 
nadoes smashed through southern Illinois, 
authorities said. "So far there are 10 to 12 
bodies in a temporary morgue set up in 
Marion High School.” said Williamson 
County deputy sheriff Joanne Schmid. 

She said there were reports of many 
injuries and extensive property damage in 
this city of 13.008. A spokesman in the 
emergency room of Marion Memorial Hospi- 
tal said as many as 100 persons were being 
treated. Police said numerous people were 
trapped in the rubble of homes and busines- 
ses. 

Witnesses said the twister struck Marion in 
mid-afternoon . Police said a highway restaur- 
ant Vas demolished and a shopping center 
was heavily damaged. 
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
